My Dear Sir James, 

At my suggestion you kindly undertook to prepare a 
record of the facts connected with what was finally called 
the North Riding Volunteer Regiment. Your task has 
been admirably accomplished in the pages which follow. 
In these you have recounted the very complicated stages 
through which the organization passed until it took its 
final form. 


You have shown how much labour and trouble were 
bestowed upon it when at first but little encouragement 
was received from the authorities in London. Your 
account demonstrates once again, if that were needed, the 
great reservoir of public spirit existing in the Riding, 
which has responded to every call made upon it since the 
outbreak of war. There is everv reason to believe that 
this source would bear any further drafts which might be 
made upon it and encourages us to think that whatever 
might arise the country will be prepared to ineet the 
emergency. In commending vour account to those 
interested in the matter I have only one fault to find, and 
that is you have not sufficiently emphasised vour own part 
in the proceedings. Without vour consistent and loval 
help it would have been impossible to set the organization 
on foot, and it was owing to your indomitable energy that, 
once started, it was kept going. ‘It affords me infinite 
pleasure again to bear testimony to this.

This brief account of the raising, training, and 
services of the North Riding Volunteers is intended 
merely as a record of the work done in the County, and 
of the services rendered by units and individuals in this 
direction during the Great War. It is not expected to 
have more than a local and personal interest. 


It is necessarily imperfect because the work of 
administration, registration of correspondence, etc., had 
to be improvised from the scanty materials available. 
Thus the County Headquarters office was started in the 
office of Major Ridge, a local Solicitor in Malton, who 
with great readiness placed his business premises and his 
office staff, already depleted by the requirements of the 
Army, at first partially and ultimately wholly, at the 
disposal of the Corps. The duties of supply, etc., were 
discharged in lke manner in York by Mr. H. J. Watson 
(appointed County Quartermaster) in his office and 
assisted by his clerical staff. When Major Ridge had to 
give up his appointment as County Adjutant on account 
of serious illness which ultimately caused his death, his 
duties were taken over by Major C. Behrens, late R.A., 
an Officer with considerable Army service and valuable 
experience. He was able to reinforce the inadequate 
Headquarters clerical staff by clerks and typists who had 
been trained in the Area Recruiting Office, the local 
duties in this branch having been transferred to the 
Ministry of National Service. A great improvement in 
Headquarters office correspondence and records was thus 
effected. In lke manner the duties of administration 
and supply were transferred from the County Quarter- 
master to the Territorial Force Association, where a 
properly equipped office and trained clerical staff were 
available. 

To anyone who knows the enormous difficulties 
placed in the way of the Volunteer movement by Public 
Departments, and the want of recognition in quarters 
where more encouragement might have been expected in 
the early days of the War, it is a matter for surprise that 
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the Force survived at all. It speaks well for the patriotic 
zeal of a very considerable number of all ranks who 
remained in the Force until officially recognised, many of 
whom are still serving. 


I have alluded in the body of the Report to the 
disadvantages of dual control. Speaking only for myself, 
I am of opinion that when it was decided to give official 
recognition to the Force it would have been better to have 
allocated it directly to the Department of the Adjutant- 
General rather than to that of the Civil Member of the 
Army Council. Supply and Transport, Medical Services, 
etc., would have been dealt with by specially capable 
business and professional men, selected as Volunteer 
Officers, through the Officers charged with the Directorate 
of these Services in the several Commands. It cannot 
be said that the County Territorial Association accepted 
responsibility for the Volunteers with enthusiasm, and 
the change in the method of administration caused some 
confusion and overlapping. Moreover under the new 
regime there was really no need for a County Command- 
ant. Traiming and discipline would have been dealt with 
on behalf of the G.O.C.-in-C. by G.O.’s C. Formations ; 
administration by ‘Territorial Force Associations as in the 
case with the Territorial Force prior to the War. 


The enforcement of discipline was rendered very 
difficult by the various Army Council Instructions issued, 
often more or less contradictory of one another, and also 
by the impossibility for a very long time of obtaining a 
ruling as to procedure in cases where disciplinary action 
under the Army Act appeared necessary. In the North 
Riding such procedure only became essential in two cases 
where it was absolutely necessary to take action. Both 
cases were reported in the Press with the result of a great 
Improvement in attendance at dlls, and of the County 
Commandant being called upon by the War Office to 
explain his action in the matter. 


I desire to take this opportunity of expressing my 
grateful thanks to all the Commanding Officers of Groups 
and Units and their Adjutants for their unfailing support 
throughout, which tended greatly to lighten the burden 
of Headquarters. 
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I further wish to record my high appreciation of the 
manner in which the two County Adjutants have 
discharged their duties. Major Ridge, prior to the War 
fully occupied in civil life, with no previous military 
experience, proved himself invaluable. No work was too 
arduous, and no hours too long for him. I regret that it 
does not appear to have been possible to give him any 
public recognition of his services prior to his death which 
occurred early this year. 


I was fortunate enough to secure in Major Behrens a 
most competent and zealous successor who has since 
carried out the duties with great zeal and ability. As I 
had previously been closely associated with this Officer in 
a military capacity, the success with which he discharged 
his duties did not come to me as a surprise. 


The duties of head clerk in the office were in the first 
instance discharged by Mr. Westerman, Major Ridge’s 
head clerk. On his attaining military age he joined the. 
Army. Miss Harvey, who had served with Major 
Behrens in the Recruiting Office, then took up the duty 
with the assistance of Miss McGarry, senior shorthand 
writer and typist. To all these my thanks are due for 
the able and conscientious way in which they discharged 
their duties. 


In August, 1918, I was obliged under Medical advice 
to ask to be relieved of my duties as County Commandant, 
and was succeeded by Major-General Sir James Trotter, 
who still fills that office. 


I will conclude these remarks by expressing a hope 
that the organisation which has been set up in every 
locality by the Volunteers with the display of so much 
zeal and devotion may not be altogether ‘‘scrapped’’ in 
whatever steps are taken to reconstruct the Military 
Forces of the Crown when peace is made.

CHAPTER I. 


The history of the Volunteer movement is closely 
connected with the Central Association of Volunteer 
Training Corps. The following extracts from the 
‘* Story of the V.T.C.’’, published in the ‘‘ Times ’’ on 
18th December, 1918, explain generally the gradual 
evolution of the Volunteer Force throughout Great 
Britain and indicate the importance of the Force in the 
scheme of National Defence and as a Reserve to H.M. 
Forces in the Field. 


On August 6th, 1914, the war being then only a day 
or two old, a letter from Mr. Percy Harris appeared in 
‘The Times ’’ advocating the formation of a London 
Defence Force. So eagerly was the suggestion taken 
up, that on August 8th a preliminary meeting took place, 
at which General Sir O’Moore Creagh was asked to 
become military adviser, and on the 9th Lord Desborough 
was invited to act as president. At a large meeting in 
the Cannon-street Hotel on the 10th these officers were 
confirmed in their positions. The intention was that 
the force should be a London one, but similar movements 
sprang into being in all parts of the country. All these 
enterprises looked like being brought to a full stop by the 
issue of a notice vetoing all forms of voluntary military 
effort. 


Negotiations with the War Office, however, resulted 
in the Volunteers being continued under the title of 
Volunteer Training Corps, which meant that they 
disclaimed any pretension to be responsible for home 
defence, but accepted the opportunity of giving lessons 
in drilling and musketry at miniature ranges to men not 
of age, or otherwise disqualified for active service. 
Meanwhile, many requests to be associated had been 
received froin corps throughout the country; so it was 
resolved to form a central body, which should draw up 
rules and affiliate corps. Early in September the 
Central Association of Volunteer Training Corps issued 
its scheme. 
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In November Lord Kitchener asked the Association, 
through Lord Desborough, to undertake the task of 
giving status to the various corps and regulating their 
conduct. He had decided to employ existing voluntary 
effort in preparation to meet plans matured in Germany 
for the invasion of England while the country was 
denuded of troops through the dispatch of reinforcements 
to the first Expeditionary Force. Lord Kitchener had 
_ designed the red armlet bearing the letters ‘‘G.R.”’’, 
which became familiar to the public. No arms, 
ammunition, or clothing were to be supplied from 
national sources. Accepted military ranks and titles 
were not to be recognised, and no uniform was to be worn 
‘“except when necessary for training.”’ 


There were those who said that the Volunteer Force 
provided harbourage for shirkers from military duty. 
As a matter of fact, the conditions of enrolment were 
enforced to such effect that Lord Kitchener himself stated 
that over a million men passed through the Volunteer 
ranks into the Regular Army, and that the Central 
Association had been the most powerful single recruiting 
organization in the land. 


Hundreds of country corps being now affiliated, the 
Association determined to form Volunteer regiments, 
with the county as the unit of organization and the county 
lieutenants as leaders. In each county, a regimental 
officer was appointed to take responsibility for the 
training, organization, and discipline of the Volunteers 
within his area. These officers were known as county 
commandants, and thanks to their labours the Force grew 
and flourished in skill and experience. Over 2,700 
officers and non-commissioned officers passed pale 
instructional classes instituted by Sir O’Moore Creagh, 
with a view to competence in leadership. 


Volunteers undertook many necessary duties. By 
arrangement with the Ministry of Munitions, local corps 
guarded munition works on a rota system. In some 
places they guarded railway lines, bridges, and vulnerable 
points. They dug many miles of trenches for home 
defence, and constructed them with great ingenuity, 
owing to the presence in their ranks of architects, 
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engineers, and skilled mechanics. Last summer the 
Volunteers were asked to furnish large drafts for duty 
on the East coast under full service conditions, and the 
response was excellent. 

The adoption of conscription gave the Force a new 
outlet. On the suggestion of the Central Association, 
certain categories of exempted men were called upon to 
train with the Volunteers, so that in the event of invasion 
they would be able to take their place in the fighting line; 
and eventually a custom was established of making 
exemption conditional on enrolment in the Force. 


But the importance of the Volunteers cannot be fully 
estimated from the military point of view alone. ‘The 
Central Association has been often approached by 
Government Departments to provide men for work of 
national urgency. 

The Volunteers, however, desired the status of 
soldiers; and General Officers in Command of districts 
were ready to make better use of the Force. At last, 
by a revival of the Volunteer Act of 1863, with its 
amending Acts, Volunteer officers received His Majesty’s 
commission, and both thev and the men took a special 
oath of allegiance to the Crown. Up to June, 1916, 
when Lord French reviewed the Volunteers in Hyde 
Park, not a penny of public money had been spent on the 
corps, uniforms and rifles having been bought by public 
subscription or by the men themselves. Later in that 
year a Volunteer Act was passed, under which Volunteers 
signed an agreement to remain in the Force until the end 
of the war, and to do a definite number of drills per 
month, becoming liable under the Army Act if they failed 
to fulfil their obligation. = vifficulties as to uniform and 
equipment disappeared; and during the rest of the year 
very great progress was made. Administration was 
placed in the hands of the Director-General of Territorials 
and Volunteers, but the training became the duty of the 
Commander-in-Chief of the Home Forces, working 
through the different Commands. 


The attitude adopted by the W.O. towards the 
Volunteers is indicated in W.O. letter 19th November, 
1914, 20'Gen. No./3604 (A.G. I). See Appendix No. IT. 
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In the North Riding the development of the 
Force followed very much the lines above indicated. 
Independent bodies of Volunteers formed, or in process 
of formation, under various titles such as ‘‘ Civic 
Guards,’’ etc., were brought under one administration. 


Colonel Sir James Legard, K.C.B., who subsequently 
became County Commandant, at the request of the 
Central Association, undertook the preliminary inspection 
of existing formations in North Yorkshire, and two in 
South Durham, for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
they might be organised as units of the Volunteer Force. 
A Form of Inspection Report was approved setting out 
in detail how far the respective forinations complied with 
the conditions laid down bv the Central Association. 
These formations having become affiliated to the Central 
Association were subsequently formed into Battalions 
and a Regiment, the County being the basis of the 
Regimental formation under the leadership of H.M. 
Lieutenant of the County. TVhe Regimental Officer 
appointed on the nomination of H.M. Lieutenant with 
the title of Countv Commandant, was responsible for the 
training, organization, discipline, and administration of 
the Volunteer force within the County. 

In the North Riding a short precis was prepared by 
the County Commandant based on Field Service 
Regulations and Infantry Training (1914) as a guide to 
Regimental Officers in respect to the training of their 
Units in essentials and limited to such elementary training 
as might be expected as a minimum in the case of 
Volunteers whose time was mainly taken up in the 
avocations of civil hfe. (See Appendix No, TY). 

Subsequently the County Commandant visited and 
inspected, during the year, every detachment in the 
County and tested them in simple tactical operations 
based on schemes usually prepared in the County Head- 
quarter Office. These schemes included outposts, defence 
of small posts, reconnaissance, precautions in case of 
attack by aircraft, ete. 

In the absence of a sufficient number of trained 
instructors great proficiency could not be expected, but 
in many cases Officers, N.C.O.’s and men evinced great 
aptitude for the work and all were keen, and full of zeal. 
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On February 16th, 1915, a joint meeting of the 
Territorial Force Association and the Central Emergency 
Committee for the North Riding of Yorkshire, was held. 
Sir Hugh Bell, Bart., H.AT. Lieutenant, in the chair, to 
discuss the organization of Volunteer Training Corps in 
the Riding. 

Copy of proceedings see Appendix No. I. 

A Regimental Commandant was appointed and an 
Advisory Committee to assist H.M. Lieutenant in all 
matters of Volunteer organization. 


Subsequently a memorandum was prepared setting 
out the details of Regimental organization and providing 
for the constitution and government of the Force, and 
Rules and Regulations connected therewith. 

See Appendix No. III N.R.R.V. 1. 


A Form of Appointinent for Officers was approved 
by H.M. Lieutenant (See Appendix No. VITI). 


On 21st July, 1915, the County Commandant was 
able to report that, whereas on 15th April the number of 
Corps in the North Riding was 16 with an enrolled 
membership of 1,983, there were now 50 Corps with a 
membership of 4,166. 

The numbers have varied from time to time and fell 
away at times owing to lack of encouragement from the 
Government and War Office, but on the whole they were 
well maintained. 

On 11th November, 1918, on the signing of the 
Armistice, there were enrolled 194 ofiicers and 6,498 
other ranks. 

It is believed that ce number of Volunteers in 
proportion to the population in the North Riding was 
considerably in excess of those in any other County of the 
Northern Command except Rutland. 

In Yorkshire, the West Riding with a population of 
3,045,377 raised 24 Volunteer Battalions, or one to each 
125,000 of the population. The East Riding with a 
population of 432,759 raised 4 Battalions, or one of each 
108,000 of the population. | Whereas the North Riding 
with a population of 419,546 raised 7 Battalions, or one 
to each 60,000 of the population. 


CHAPTER II. 


The accompanying memorandum by. Sir Hugh Bell, 
Bart., H.M. Lieutenant, indicates the action taken by 
him in the initiation of the Volunteer movement in the 
North Riding and the views held by the War Office and 
Commiander-in-Chief, Northern Command. 


MEMORANDUM from Sir Hugh Bell, H.M. Lieutenant 
for the North Riding, on VOLUNTEER TRAINING 
CORPS, for the information of the meeting between 
the NORTH RIDING TERRITORIAL FORCE 
ASSOCIATION and the CENTRAL EMERGENCY 
COMMITTEE to be held on 16th February, 1915. 


Herewith is sent a Memorandum headed ‘‘ Volunteer | 
Corps ’’’ (Annex A) which it is proposed to circulate m 
the North Riding with a view to informing those who 
desire to join the Volunteer Training Corps now in course 
of forination. Accompanying the Memorandum is a 
print of Sir Reginald Brade’s letter of 19th November, - 
1914 (App. No. IL) which constitutes the authority given 
by the Government to the formation of such Corps. 


There is also sent copy of a letter dated 11th 
December, 1914, to H.M. Lieutenant from Sir Herbert 
Plumer (at that date G.O.C.-in-C., Northern Command) 
(Annex C), Major-General H. M. Lawson, ©.B., the 
present G.O.C.-in-C., in a letter dated 11th January, 
1915, to H.M. Lieutenant, says :— 


‘“T entirely accept Sir Herbert Plumer’s views as 
expressed in his letter of 11th December, 1914, and am 
quite willing that you should say so.”’ . 


It is to be understood that these communications are 
not official, but are to be regarded as expressing the 
personal opinions of the writers. 

Since the Memorandum headed ‘‘ Volunteer Corps ”’ 
was prepared, circumstances have so altered as to make 
it necessary to modify Clause 3. The Government will 
atill supply badges. The question of what further 
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distinctive mark (cap or uniform, or both) should be 
adopted, will be discussed on the 16th instant. Some 
provision of arms and ammunition has been made from 
private sources, and the way in which this shall be 
utilised will also be discussed.

The qualifying drills will be done at convenient hours 
so as not to interfere with the civil employment. 


At a Meeting of the Central Emergency Committee, 
held 23rd December, 1914, the following Resolution 
was passed: 


‘That in the opinion of the Central Emergency 
Committee for the North Riding of Yorkshire it is 
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absolutely necessary that the Volunteer Training Corps 
should be brought under military authority and that the 
Lieutenant be requested to send copies of this Resolution 
to the Prime Minister, the Secretary of State for War, 
and the Home Secretary.’’ 


In accordance with the concluding sentence copies 
were sent as therein directed and formal acknowledgments 
have been received. 


The Army Council also directed an acknowledgment 
to be sent. This is dated 13th January, and concludes 
with the following words :— 


““T am also to inform you that such representations 
should preferably be addressed to the Central Association 
Volunteer Training Corps.’’ 


A communication from the Association on this 
subject is enclosed (Annex D.). 


VOLUNTEER CORPS (Annex ‘‘A’’). 


The Policy of the Government is to encourage every 
man to take his part in the present struggle. 


(1). Every man should enlist in the Regular or 
Territorial Forces of His Majesty if he is of proper age 
and physique and not excluded from enlistment by 
employment in Armament Works, Railways, etc. 


(2). If he is not qualified to enlist he should join 
the nearest Volunteer Corps which is affiliated to the 
Central Association of Volunteer Training Corps. 


The War Office has recognised this Association and 
the Volunteer Corps affiliated thereto. 


(3). Full particulars relating to Volunteer Corps, 
with forins for joining, can be obtained on application. 


The Government will supply an Official Badge for 
Volunteers—no uniform is necessary and at present no 
arms or ammunition will be supplied by the Government. 
In the meanwhile Volunteers, by miniature rifle shoot- 
ing, elementary drill and regular exercise, can do much 
to render themselves fit to respond to the call when it 
comes. The drills will be done at convenient hours, so 
as not to interfere with civil employment. 
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(4). The great object is to provide the greatest 
possible number of men for the Expeditionary Force in 
order to settle the War in foreign territory and not on 
British soil. This number must always be subject to 
the condition that we retain at home sufficient to defend 
our own Country. As time goes on the number of 
able-bodied men in this Country will be reduced, and it 
is hoped that men who have joined Volunteer Corps will 
by that time be qualified to come forward and take their 
places on the coast and in other places, and the knowledge 
that there are men ready and willing for this service will 
admit of more men being sent out to reinforce our Army 
in the Field than would otherwise be possible. 


(5). Ifa man declines to enlist or to join an affiliated 
Volunteer Corps, he must not take part as a combatant, 
and in case of invasion he must surrender any arms he 
may have. When called upon he will be hable for 
non-combatant duties such as digging trenches and other 
minor duties. 


He must remain in his home with the women and 
children, or go where he is ordered to go without 
hesitation or delay. He must not go by the main roads, 
for these roads must be left clear for the troops. If he 
ig ordered to go, he must see that lie and those with him 
are warmly clad and that some food is taken with him. 
If he meets troops on the road he must leave the road 
immediately by getting into an adjoining field.

COPY OF A LETTER FROM SIR H. PLUMER, 
G.0.C.-IN-C., NORTHERN COMMAND, 
TO SIR HUGH BELL. 
11th December, 1914. 
Dear Sir Hugh,— 

You will have received Paper E (the Supple- 
mentary Instructions to Lords Lieutenant issued by the 
Home Office, dated 27th November, 1914), and I 
should like, if you will allow me, to draw your special 
attention to Paragraph 7 of the Paper, which deals with 
the attitude of the Civil Population. 
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It is stated there quite clearly that every man 
should take a part in the present struggle, and that the 
only proper part for men of the required age and 
physique who are not excluded from enlistment by 
employment in armament works, railways, etc., is to 
enlist. 


No comment is required on that. 


But as regards the suggestion that all men not 
eligible for enlistment should join the nearest Volunteer 
Corps which is affiliated to the Central Association of 
Volunteer Training Corps, | should like to point out 
how such service as these men can give may in the 
future be of real practical value. 


We are all aiming at being able to send out to the 
Expeditionary Force the greatest possible number of 
able-bodied men, and this number must always be 
subject to the condition that we retain at home sufficient 
to defend our own country. Many of those who are 
eligible for enlistment, and who could not stand the 
strain of active service abroad, can well take a part in 
home defence, and as time goes on, and the numbers 
of able-bodied men left in this’ Country are gradually 
reduced, we hope that men who have joined Volunteer 
Corps will come forward and take their places on the 
Coast or in other places; and the knowledge that there 
are men readv and willing for this service will admit 
of more mnen being sent out to reinforce our Army in 
the Field than would otherwise he possible. 


It is true that at present no arms or ammunition 
are available, but our supply of rifles will naturally 
‘nerease, and rifles will be forthcoming for all such 
men before any call for active service is made on them. 


In the meantime, members of Volunteer Corps, 
by miniature rifle shooting, elementary drill and regular 
exercise, can do much to render themselves fit to 
respond to the call when it comes. 


It is not perhaps for me to speak of the effect 
which such an example set by the older men may have 
on those who are younger, but who have not yet come 
iorward to offer service. 
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I am quite sure it will be warmly appreciated by 
all those actually serving.

The status of Combatants is defined in the Annex 
to the Hague Convention, as follows :— 


THE STATUS OF BELLIGERENTS. 
ARTICLE 1. 

The laws, rights and duties of war apply not only 
to the Army, but also to Militia and Volunteer Corps 
fulfilling all the following conditions :— 

1. They must be commanded by a_ person 
responsible for his subordinates. 

2. They must have a fixed distinctive sign 
recognisable at a distance. 

3. They must wear arms openly. 

4. They must conduct their operations in 
accordance with the laws and customs of 
war. 

In Countries where Militia or Volunteer Corps 
constitute the Army or form part of it, they are included 
under the denomination ‘‘ Army.”’

That Corps affiliated to this Central Association, are 
included under the denomination ‘‘ Army ’’ is borne out 
by three official Recognitions, by the State, of the 
Volunteer Corps, afhliated with this Association :— 


1. Statement by the Prime Minister in the House 
of Commons on the 17th November, in reply to a 
question by Sir Henry Craik. 

2. Letter signed by R. Brade, on behalf of the 
Ariny Council, addressed to Lord Desborough as 
President of the Central Association of Volunteer 
Training Corps, dated 19th November, copy of which 
is IN your possession. 


3. Statement by the Home Office to the Lords 
Lieutenant of certain counties in the United Kingdom, 
extract of which I enclose herewith. 


The conditions laid down by Article 1 (Rule 1) of 
the Hague Convention are met by the War Office 
Regulations and Rules of our Association. Only Corps 
are recognised by us that can satisfy our Inspecting 
Officers that they are being properly conducted and 
commanded by competent Officers. 


Rule 2 of Article 1 is met by the 5-inch Brassard 
which is red, and when fixed is a ‘“‘ distinctive sign 
recognisable at a distance.”’ 


Rules 3 and 4 would naturally be adhered to because, 
in case of invasion, Corps would come under the contro! 
of the General Officer in Command of the District. 


As to the question of Officers, the difficulty has been 
met by the titles fixed by the Military Committee. There 
has been no difficulty in maintaining discipline; in fact, 
we have not had a single case of insubordination in any 
part of the Country. | Englishmen are so accustomed to 
obey a command, as members of football, cricket and 
athletic clubs, that it comes naturally to them to accept 
discipline, even though thev have not been sworn in. 


In many cases, especially where County Regiments 
have been formed, members joining Corps have been 
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asked to sign a Form on something lke the following 
lines :— 
ae ee , pronuse that I will obey the 
orders of my Superior Officer in the spirit of 
Discipline rec ‘ogmised in the Army of His Majesty 
the King.’’ 


The General Officers im command of Districts, 
responsible for Tlome Defence, have in most cases stated 
their approval of the Volunteer Movement, and the Officer 
In Charge of the Heme Command has kept in close touch 
with the Association so that he has particulars of every 
place with a Corps affiliated to this Association. 


The Central Association Volunteer Training Corps, 
having the direct approval of the Government, the War 
Office, the Ifome Office and the Imperial Defence 
Committee, can justifiably ask all concermed in the 
Defence of the Country to give it loyal and active support.

CHAPTER IIT. 


CONFERENCE WITH SECRETARY OF STATE 
FOR WAR. 


95th June, 1915. 


To Secretary of State for War. 


Situated on the N.E. Coast from Searborough to the 
Mouth of the Tees there are now organised 14 Corps, 
having a total of 4,214 all ranks. 


In addition to these there are in the North Riding 
12 Corps within easv reach of the Coast with a total of 
1,350 all ranks. 


There are thus in the whole area 26 Corps with a 
total of 5,564 all ranks available for Coast Defence or 
other Military Duty. 


Other Corps are now in process of organization. 


This Coast has already been bombarded by the 
enemies’ ships, tnuch material damage has been done, 
and many lives lost. It is expected that a similar visit 
may be made at any time, not limited to bombardinent, 
but that small landing parties may be thrown ashore for 
the purpose of effecting all the material damage possible 
in the time available. 


There is a very bitter feeling among the inhabitants 
that, even by joining a V.T. Corps, they will be unable 
to protect their homes, because such Corps are 
inadequately armed. 


At Skinningrove, Middlesbrough and = Stockton, 
important works are situated close to the Coast, which 
are now engaged in the manufacture of mumitions such 
as shells and high explosives, or in winning tron from the 
Cleveland mines used in the manufacture of munitions. 
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Such works appear to invite attack from small raiding 
parties. 


Most of these works are on the Admiralty and W.O. 
Lists and employ considerable numbers of men of military 
age who are thus debarred from enlisting in the Army or 
Navy, but who, by joming a Volunteer Training Corps, 
could be trained and available for local defence or patrol 
work if properly armed. 


These Volunteers reside on the Coast and can be 
assembled at short notice, night or day. Some have 
already been employed in patrol work. 


A local fund has been raised in the County, which 
is insufficient to provide Rifles or the necessary equipment 
unless supplemented froin Public Sources. 


It has been ascertained that Rifles and Ammunition 
can be purchased sufficiently good for the purpose in 
question, but not such as would be supplied to our troops 
in the Field. 


There is a very strong hope in this District that by 
bringing this subject to your personal notice by a 
Representative Deputation, we may be able to lay before 
you facts which would induce His Majesty’s Government 
to make a grant of Public Money to meet this very special 
casa. 


To equip every man with a rifle, bayonet and frog, 
sight protector, belt and 100 rounds of .303 ammunition 
mark VII, it is estimated that approximately £5 per head 
will be required. 


Uniforms, miniature mfles and ammunition, and 
working expenses are now provided from local funds. 


To equip, therefore, the numbers indicated, in round 
numbers 5,600 men, £28,000 will be necessary, in 
addition to such funds as are provided locally.

In pursuance of the above letter a Deputation waited 
upon the Secretary of State for War at the War Office, 
at which most of the gentlemen supporting the letter were 
present, the Deputation being introduced by Sir Hugh 
Bell, TM. Taeutenant of the North Riding. 


The attitude of the Secretary of State was sympathetic, 
but he was unable to pronuse anv financial assistance for 
the purpose indicated, and nothing further was done. 


CHAPTER IV. 


ADMINISTRATION. 


Administration was provided for by the Volunteer 
Committee appointed by the J.ord Lieutenant. Arms, 
equipment, and clothing were provided by means of 
public subscriptions and private donations. The details 
of supply were placed in the hands of a Regimental 
Quartermaster. This duty was most efficiently discharged 
by Mr. Herbert J. Watson, until the administration of 
the Force was taken over by the T.F. Association, when 
the office of Regimental Quartermaster was abolished.

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ENLISTMENT IN THE ARMY. 


Before the passage of the Volunteer Act a consider- 
able number of Volunteers are known to have joined 
H.M. Forces, but accurate records are not available. 
The numbers of those known to have joined are as

It is believed that the preliminary training of these 
men in the Volunteers contributed materially in enabling 
them to become efficient in the Army. A considerable 
number obtained commissioned and non-commissioned 
rank. 


CONDITIONS OF SERVICE, TRIBUNALS, 
EXEMPTIONS, ete. 

The Volunteers, a force at first recruited exclusively 
on the voluntarv principle, became entirely changed in 
character after the introduction of compulsory service for 
the Army in 1916. = Tribunals were then able to direct 
men exempted from Military Service with the Regular 
Fowes to join the Volunteers. It is a matter for regret 
that it was not from the first made compulsory on all 
exempted men of a medical category of and above C. 1 to 
jom the Volunteer Force. = Tribunals, having complete 
discretion, interpreted the needs of the Country in widely 
different ways. Thus some Tribunals, such as those of 
Whitby, Malton, Pickering, Easingwold, and some others 
adopted the practice of sending every exempted man who 
was physically fit into the Volunteers. | Other Tribunals, 
such as Scarborough, those in Cleveland and in the 
Yorkshire Dales west of Northallerton, sent practically 
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no men to join. This inequality of treatment in regard 
to an obligation which should have been common to all 
was a legitimate grievance. This was further aggravated 
by the fact that very large numbers of men in the 
industrial areas of Middlesbrough and Cleveland were 
exempted from military service by the Ministry of 
Munitions. That Ministry, although appealed to on the 
subject, declined to do anything with a view to imposing 
the Volunteer obligation on men exempted by them. As 
a consequence, the strength of the Force in these areas 
compared very unfavourably with that of the rural and 
agricultural districts. 


When the condition was first imposed on exempted 
men to join the Volunteers, no method was available for 
enforcing attendance at drill, but when the Volunteers 
became classified in Sections A, B, C and D, those in 
Sections A and B were required to sign a declaration and 
the position was entirely changed, men becoming liable 
to disciplinary action if they failed to attend the prescribed 
number of drills. Tribunals, when sending men to join 
the Volunteers, then made it a condition that they should 
join Section B, which consisted of men of military age. 


The Military Service Act of 1918 made Volunteer 
Service compulsory on exempted men, unless specially 
relieved by Tribunals. This did not, however, cause a 
considerable increase in numbers, owing to the fact that 
under the directions of the Board of Agriculture, the 
County War Agricultural Executive Committee were 
empowered to exempt from Military Service, men 
employed in agriculture. In the North Riding this 
Committee did not help the Volunteer Force, and in fact 
the Tribunals themselves, in some places, released from 
Volunteer Service men employed in agriculture on whom 
they had formerly imposed the Volunteer condition of 
exemption, as soon as they found that these men were 
now certified by the War Agricultural Committee. This 
action threatened seriously to injure the Force, but just 
before the conclusion of hostilities, a ruling was obtained 
that Tribunals had no power to give relief from the 
Volunteer condition to men who were no longer exempted 
from military service by them but by the War Agricultural 
Executive Committee. Their action was therefore upset. 
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COLONEL-IN-CHIEF OF VOLUNTEER FORCE. 


Karly in 1917 the Volunteer Force received further 
encouragement when H.M. The King graciously signified 
that he had appointed F.M. H.R.H. The Duke of 
Connaught, Colonel-in-Chief of the Volunteer Force, as 
stated in the following letter addressed to H.M. 
Lieutenants of Counties :— 

Buckingham Palace, 
27th January, 1917. 


In 1907 my Father summoned to meet him .the 
Lords Lieutenant of Great Britain, and enjoined on 
them the duty of assisting to the utmost of their powers 
the Territorial Force then in process of formation. 

How well they responded to the appeal, and with 
what enthusiasm it was met throughout the country, 
has been clearly shown by the deeds of my Territorial 
soldiers in every thestre of war, 

Originally intended for Home Defence, the 
Territorial Divisions have in France, Gallipoli, Egypt 
and Mesopotamia, fought shoulder to shoulder with my 
Regular Army. They have proved themselves ...eir 
equals in courage and fortitude, and superior to the 
best troops of the enemy. 

Nor can I forget the prompt and patriotic manner 
in which, at the outbreak of war, Lord Kitchener’s call 
for garrison troops in India was answered. 

It is with much pleasure that I welcome this 
opportunity of thanking thein with all my heart for 
their services. 

While they are thus fighting the battles of the 
Empire aproad, we must organise and equip a Force 
to take their place as defenders of these shores in case 
of invasion. 

Men who from reasons of health and age are 
unable to stand the strain of war oversens, have 
volunteered for this duty. 

Ten years ago my lather invited you to use your 
creat influence in assisting the Territorial Force to 
attain efficiency, to-day I appeal with equal confidence 
for your valuable aid on behalf of the Volunteer Force.

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I am glad to announce that I have appointed as its 
Colonel-in-Chief ny Uncle, Field-Marshal His Royal 
Highness the Duke of Connaught. 

The Chairmen and Members of the various 
Territorial Force Associations, whose splendid work I 
greatly appreciate, will, I am sure, lend their loyal 
support and experience in organising this new Force. 

I am confident that all who are now prevented 
from undertaking active service abroad will join the 
Volunteers and show to our enemies that my subjects 
of all ages are ready to serve in the defence of our 
beloved Country. |

CHAPTER V. 


CONFERENCES OF COMMANDING OFFICERS. 


The first Meeting of Volunteer Commanding Officers 
was summoned by the Regimental Commandant, and held 
in the premises of N.R.T.F. Association, at 6, Lendal, 
York, on Tuesday, 14th September, 1915. 

The Regimental Commandant stated that he intended 
to call C.O.’s together from time to time to discuss 
matters of general interest affecting the Volunteers. 


These Conferences were subsequently held monthly 
until the conclusion of the Armistice. ‘The Group 
Commandants and the Commanding Officer of each Unit, 
or his representative, and his Adjutant were entitled to 
attend, but Adjutants were not entitled to speak or vote. 
The Secretary of N.R.T.F. Association wus wiso entitled 
to attend if so desired. 


The Conferences proved most useful in enabling 
C.O.’s to get into touch with one another and discuss 
matters of general interest, and various difficult questions 
which arose from time to time, thus saving a great deal 
of correspondence. 


The Staff Officer for Volunteers, Northern Command, 
and other members of Northern Conunand Staff, attended 
from time to time to discuss directly with C.O.’s, matters 
could then be more easily dealt with than by official 
routine. 


TRAINING AND DISCIPLINE. 


As indicated above, in the early days of the move- 
ment, under the C.A.V.'T.C., the County Commandant 
was responsible for training and discipline as well as 
administration. After the passing of the Volunteer Act, 
1916, the County 'T.I*. Association became responsible for 
administration and G.O.C.’s Formations under orders from 
G.O0.C.-in-C., Northern Command, becarne responsible 
for training. The duties of the County Commandant, 
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as set out in A.C.I. 590/1917, were of a nebulous and 
ill-defined character and likely to lead to misunderstanding 
and confusion. It appeared, however, that the County 
Commandant was still responsible for discipline. 


Prior to the Volunteer Act of 1916, discipline was 
maintained by Corps Rules, the Volunteers only becoming 
subject to Military Law when called out on actual J Military 
Service. This Act, however, rendered Volunteers who 
had signed the declarations A or B, subject to Military 
Law when on Parade, and liable to be proceeded against 
for absence without leave under the Army Act for not 
attending the prescribed number of drills. At the same 
time a letter was issued by the War Office stating that ‘t 
was not proposed to adopt Corps Rules. Such Rules, 
therefore, as had already been adopted, were not renewed 
or amended to meet the altered conditions. Under A.C.I. 
No. 1143 of 1917, however, instructions were issued that 
offenders might be dealt with under the Army Act or 
under Corps Rules, and it was suggested that the latter 
method was preferable. It became necessary, therefore, 
again to adopt Rules. As numbers increased it was 
necessary to subdivide certain units, and the request put 
forward by the North Riding was that all the new units 
should have distinct consecutive numbers. This, however, 
was not sanctioned by the War Office, who decided that the 
new units should be called 2/1st, 2/3rd Battalion, etc. * 
They also ruled that all Battalions so described must be 
considered as one Corps. Jt became necessary, therefore, 
in adopting Rules, that the consent of the whole Corps 
should be obtained, as ascertained at a Meeting of the 
Corps called for that purpose. 


As it was impossible to assemble even single 
Battalions in many localities this was impracticable. As 
a consequence many months’ delay occurred before rules 
were adopted, and this only became possible by a 
modification of the War Office decisions. In the mean- 
time the difficulties in the way of dealing with absentees 


* Subsequently the original recommendation of the 
North Riding was adopted and all units were given 
consecutive numbers. : 
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from drill under the Army Act were very great, as ‘no 
definite ruling could be obtained as to the proper 
procedure. Some men, therefore, were able to defy 
authority by not attending drills. This had a very bad 
effect on the loyal men who fulfilled their obligations. It 
is believed that all these difficulties might have been 
foreseen and avoided had there been anyone at the War 
Office in the Department of the D.G. who was fully 
acquainted with the Volunteer movement and _ its 
surrounding difficulties. 


It 1s not known whether any County Commandants 
were at any time consulted on this and many other 
questions, but as regards the North Riding, no such 
consultation was ever proposed. 


Training was to a limited extent still left in the hands 
of the County Commandant, although he was not 
responsible for results. Subsequent to the appointment 
of a Staff Officer for Volunteers on Headquarters Staff in 
each Command, in the: Northern Command the County 
Commandant was given at first one, and subsequently two 
Staff Officers for Training (Major E. C. H. Kennard, 
Duke of Wellington’s Regiment, and Capt. W. A. Locan, 
8th Manchester Regiment). These Officers, in co-opera- 
tion with G.O.C.’s Formations, supervised the training 
and carried out tests in drill. 


It is believed that better results would have been 
obtained had the War Office in the first instance selected 
suitable Officers for the post of County Commandant, 
from the many Senior Army Officers available, and made 
them, with the assistance of a suitable staif, responsible 
to G.O.C.-in-C. for training as well as discipline. To 
divide responsibility for the same duties among different 
sets of people is, from the Military point of view, 
thoroughly unsound. 
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CHAPTER VI. 


INSPECTIONS. 


On Whit Sunday, 1915, General Sir O’Moore Creagh 
inspected the whole of the Volunteers on the North-East 
Coast from the Tees to Scarborough. The Inspection 
commenced with a Parade and Divine Service of the 
Middlesbrough Units at Marton Park. ‘The General 
then proceeded along the coast in a car placed at his 
disposal by Sir Hugh Bell, and, accompanied by the 
County Commandant, visited every detachment. On the 
following day Sir O’ Moore Creagh proceeded to Richmond 
and inspected a considerable body of Volunteers assembled 
there by road and rail from Darlington, South Durham 
and Middlesbrough. The County Commandant (North 
Riding) took charge of the Parade. H.M. Lieutenant 
was prevented by indisposition from being present on 
these occasions. 


On Sunday, 8th October, 1916, Lieut.-General Sir 
H. Lawson, G.O.C.-in-C., Northern Command, inspected 
the Ist and Sth Battalions on the drill ground of 5th 
Battalion at Middlesbrough. The County Commandant 
took charge of the parade. H.M. Lieutenant was present 
and took the salute. Subsequently a public meeting was 
held in the Town Hall, H.M. Lieutenant in the chair. 
Addresses were given by General Lawson and others 
urging the importance of increasing the nuinbers of the 
Volunteer Force by the enrolment of men who from 
various causes were not available for the Army and Navy. 


Present on parade: 965 all ranks, including 80 cadets. 


On 3rd December, 1916, the whole of the North 
Riding and many West Riding Volunteers were inspected 
on the Knavesmire, at York, by Field-Marshal Viscount 
French, O.M., etc., Commanding-jn-Chief Home Forces. 


H.M. Lieutenant and the County Commandant met 
the Field-Marshal at Durham and accompanied his special 
train to York. ‘The railway line from Croft Spa to York 
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was guarded and patrolled by units of North Riding 
Volunteers detailed for Lines of Communication. * 


The parade at York was formed on three sides of a 
square facing east in two lines of Battalions in mass. 


The Field-Marshal was received with a General 
Salute. He then inspected the parade. Subsequently 
the officers were called to the front and addressed by the 
Field-Marshal. Officers then took post, and three cheers - 
were given for the Field-Marshal. 


The County Commandant (North Riding) was in 
command of the parade. 


The total numbers present were about 15,000. With 
a total North Riding men enrolled of 5,649, there were 
present on parade at Knavesmire 4,000, and in J.. of C. 
215—total 4,215 all ranks. 


At this period 200 sets of Infantry equipment had 
been issued to each Infantry Unit, and greatcoats to men 
doing Guard Duty. 1,971 men had rifles, of which 
592 were Martini, 100 D.P. Lee Metford and 1,279 
Winchesters. 


On 18th June, 1917, the North Riding Regiment 
was inspected at Marton Park by H.R.H. the Duke of 
Connaught, Colonel-in-Clief of the Volunteers. 


The Parade was formed in hne of Battalions and 
other Units in mass. 


H.R.H. on arrival on parade, accompanied by 
H.M. Lieutenant of the North Riding, was received with 
&@ Royal Salute. After inspecting the line H.R.H. called 
for three cheers for the King. — The troops then marched 
past H.R.H. in column of route on the way to their 
private parades or entraining stations. 


IL.R.H. took the opportunity of this parade to 
present to Captain Douglas C. Cooper, Commanding the 
two Companies N.R. R.E. (V.), the Italian Medal for

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gallantry in the field which had been gained by that 
Officer on two occasions while serving with a British Unit 
in Italy. 


During his visit, H.R.H. was the guest of Sir Hugh 
Bell at Rounton, where the County Commandant and the 
three Group C ommandants were invited to meet him. 


‘This Inspection by their Colonel-in-Chief had a very 
marked effect in raising the ‘‘ esprit de corps’’ of the 
Volunteers and in enabling them to realise that in spite 
of previous neglect and «iscouragement they were now 
recognised as an important part of TT.M. Forces for 
Home Defence. 


On 29th July, 1917, the 1-3rd and 2-3rd (now the 3rd 
and 7th Battalions) forming “© ”” Group, were inspected 
by Lieut.-General Sir J. Maxwell, G.C.B., G.O.C.-in-C. 
Northern Command, at Nort} allerton. Colonel i ae wo 
Hammond, (.B., Group Commandant, Commanded the 
parade. 
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CHAPTER VII. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 
CADETS. 


Special efforts were made to enrol Cadet Companies 
affiliated to each Volunteer Unit. As the war progressed 
it became increasingly evident that there were large 
numbers of youths approaching adolescence who were 
under no sort of control, parental or otherwise. It was 
thought that this could be to some extent reimedied by 
enrolling them in Cadet Corps. The movement was on 
the whole successful. 

In the Return of Strength of North Riding Cadet 
Corps on Ist January, 1919, the following Volunteer 
Cadet Companies appear :-—

The 5th Battalion also had a Cadet Company with 
a strength of 200 all ranks, but they are not shown in the 
above Return, not being officially enrolled. 


AIR RAIDS. 

In most of the Petty Sessional Divisions mobile 
detachments of Volunteers, provided with cycles or 
motor cycles, were orgamsed. Their duties were to 
guard any enemy aircraft which might descend in their 
area, to make prisoners of the crews and if possible 
prevent the destruction of the craft, and to take charge 
of it until relieved by detachinents of regular troops. 
These Volunteer detachments were called out on the 
warning ‘‘ take air raid action,’’ and responded most 
willingly. As no enemy craft landed in this area their 
services were not. called for. 
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There were also 105 Volunteers who were Special 
Constables and did duty as such, as well as fulfilling their 
Volunteer obligations. 

SERVICES. 

The North Riding Volunteer Units not detailed for 
Lines of Communication were, for training purposes and 
for schemes of local defence, closely associated with, and 
for defence purposes commanded by the G.O.C. Tees 
Garrison, Middlesbrough, and G.O.C. Yorkshire Coast 
Defences, Scarborough. 

The latter command was held in the first instance by 
Brigadier-General Nicholl, subsequently killed in action, 
Brigadier-General Lord Basing, C.B., since deceased, and 
Brigadier-General Lovett, C.B., up to the date of 
demobilisation. All these officers and their staff took a 
deep interest in the Volunteer Force and were most help- 
ful in promoting its efficiency. 

The following letter was received from Brigadier- 
General Lovett, C.B., Commanding Yorkshire East 
Coast Defences :— 

Headquarters, 
Yorkshire Coast Defences, 
Searborough, Easter, 1919. 
Dear Sir James Legard, 

As the Formation under my Command is becoming 
demobilised, I should hke to express my appreciation of 
all the support and help you have given me during the last 
few years of strain and hard work. 

[t has been a great privilege and pleasure to come in 
contact with the fine Volunteer Regiments under your 
Command, and to obtain their whole-hearted support. 

I have written to thank Majors Willoughby and Hall 
for their help and creditable work in connection with 
Coast Defences.

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CHAPTER VIII. 


DETAILS OF GROUBS. 


‘““A’’ GROUP. 


The lst and 5th Battalions, ‘‘A’’ Group, were 
taspected by Lord French at York on Deceniber 3rd, 1916, 
and by H.R.H. the Duke of Connaught at Marton Hall 
on June 18th, 1917. On the latter date there were also 
present the 2/Ist Battalion, the Fortress Engineers, and 
the Electric Light Company, the last three Units being 
recently forrned. 

The 2/lst Battalion (now 6th Battalion) would have 
been a very good Battalion, as officers and men were very 
keen, there being many old soldiers among them. The 
firm of Bolckow, Vaughan and Company were prepared 
to expend £2, 000 on a Drill Hall for the Battalion, but 
the Ministry of Munitions, though repeatedly appr coached, 
refused to give a certificate for the building. After a 
year’s hard work the men began to lose heart, and fall 
off in their attendances at drill, they having only sheds 
at the Works in which to drill and no means of improving 
themselves. 

The Technical Units of the Group have done very 
well. 

The Fortress Companies have gained special praise 
for their work on the Section of Coast Defence trenches. 
The Electric Light Company furnished parties at South 
Gare for the working of the searchlights every week-end. 
The Signal Company have been very keen and done 
excellent work, and have been highly commended by 
the General Officer Commanding, Tees Garrison, who 
inspected them. 

The 1st Battalion provided 90 N.C.O.’s and men for 
the manning of the A.A. Defences at the following 
stations :—T.oftus, Brotton, Redcar, Eston, Linthorpe, 
and South Gare. 


The above duties were classified as Temporary 
Service. 
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In June, 1918, the Units of the Group provided a 
number of officers and other ranks for the formation of 
Special Service Companies. They were mobilised for 
a period of three months under the G.O.C. Yorkshire 
Coast Defences, and in recognition of their good work, 
were thanked by the Army Council. 

This Group was commanded by Lieutenant-Colonel 
W.H. A. Wharton, V.D.,O.B.E. The success obtained 
as regards numbers and efficiency, in spite of local 
difficulties such as that indicated above, questions affecting 
labour, and the absence of assistance from the local 
Tribunals, was in a great measure due to his zeal and 
local influence. © When a re-grouping was carried out in 
July, 1918, Lieut.-Colonel Wharton reverted to T.F. 
Reserve, and ‘‘A’’ Group was reconstituted, with the 
addition of the 7th Battalion, Colonel P. H. Hammond, 
C.B., being appointed Group Commandant. 

Captain J. Willan, A.P.W.O. Yorks. Regiment, 
discharged the duties of Group Adjutanf with zeal and 
efficiency. 

“B”’ GROUP. 

‘‘B’’ Group was formed in November, 1916, of the 
Qnd and 4th Battalions, N.R.V.R. The 2nd Battalion, 
which had its Headquarters at Malton, consisted of 
residents and tradesmen at York and Malton, and of 
agriculturists from centres at Malton, Rillington, Sand 
Hutton, Shenff Hutton, Haxbv, Hovingham, Brandsby, 
Helmsley, Kirbvmoorside, Pickering and Thornton-le- 
Dale. It included also some miners at Rosedale. It 
was a verv strong Battalion, considerably above the 
recognised 4 Company establishment. 

The 4th Battalion included some residents and 
tradesmen at Scarborough and Whitby, and was made 
up by agricultural men from round Scarborough and 
Whitby, the Esk Vallev, and by miners from Hinderwell. 
It never attained the authorised established strength. 

It should be noted that the 2nd Battalion, the 
Headquarters of which were on the borders of the North 
Riding, had im its ranks ofiicers and men from the districts 
of the East Riding, which le east and south-east of 
Malton. 
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On account of the distance of York frdm Battalion 
Headquarters it was decided, after some consideration, 
and after consulting the Company located in York, to 
transfer that Company to the West Riding Volunteer 
Force. 


‘‘B’’ Group, as has been stated above, was forined 
in November, 1916, and Major-General Sir J. K. Trotter, 
K.C.B., C.M.G., was gazetted to the Command on 
November 26th, 1916. Captain Crawshaw, an Officer 
of the 2nd Battalion, was appointed Adjutant. The 
Group Headquarters were fixed at Malton, where they 
were in close touch with the Regimental Headquarters, 
and with the Headquarters of the 2nd Battalion. They 
remained there till August 23rd, 1917, when they were 
moved to Whitby, accommodation having been found in 
the Recruiting Office. Captain Crawshaw gave up the 
Adjutancy at this time, having been selected for a course 
at the Artillery College i in order to qualify as an Inspector 


of Ordnance Machinery. He was succeeded by Captain 
Locan, of the 8th Manchester Regiment, who had been 
invalided from the front. This Officer performed the 


duties of Adjutant until January 17th, 1918, when he 
was attached to County Headquarters as Staff Officer 
in charge Training. The Group duties were afterwards 
carried on without an Adjutant till August 2nd, 1918, 
when the Office was closed and the documents were 
removed to Regimental Headquarters. Captain Locan 
was never gazetted Group Adjutant, as being an Officer 
of a Territorial Battalion, he was not eligible for the post. 


It had been found, as soon as the work of organising 
the 2 Battalions, of supplying them with Regimental 
Staff, and of setting them on to their feet in the matter of 
correspondence, returns, ete., had been completed, that 
the ‘Group no longer filled the place in the Volunteer 
organization of relieving, through decentralization, the 
burden on Regimental Tleadquarters which was_ its 
essential function. © The numbers with which it had to 
deal were so small that direct communication between its 
Units and [leadquarters placed no additional burden on 
the latter, and saved the delay of an intermediary office. 
‘*B’”’ Group was therefore abolished in August, 1918. 
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‘“B’’ Group duties were carried out by its 
Commander, Adjutant, and one lady clerk, and this 
establishinent was found ample for its needs. 


The Range at Glaisdale, which should be of great 
service for all men living in the Esk Valley from 
Castleton to Whitby, was only completed in December, 
1918, and has not yet been used. 


““C’’ GROUP. 


‘“C’’ Group was formed early in March, 1917. 
It was constituted fron the old 3rd Battalion N.nt. 
Volunteers, which was re-named the 1/3rd Battalion, its 
Companies being re-arranged and a new Battalion, the 
2/3rd, formed by Major H. Straker, with Headquarters 
at Richmond. Two Conipanies were taken from the old 
3rd Battalion, and the remainder of the 5 Companies were 
raised in the Dales. The enrolment of the new 
Companies commenced early in March, 1917. 


The chief difficulty in raising the new Companies 
was experienced where there were no residents available 
who were willing to undertake the duties of Officers. 
Wherever there were gentlemen willing to take com- 
missions and give a lead, the men were most anxious to 
enrol. Elsewhere, the men were shy in coming forward. 
It is possible that some were dissuaded by perscns who 
made it their business to spread alarming reports as to the 
duties for which the Volunteers would be detailed when 
once they had enrolled. Meetings to promote recruiting 
were frequently held in some parts of the Dales, with very 
disappointing results. 


The Inspection of the N.R.V.R. by H.R.H. 
F.M. the Duke of Connaught at Marton Park on June 
17th, 1917, was very much appreciated by the Volunteers 
and distinctly encouraged recruiting. The ‘‘ C ’’ Group 
was also inspected by Lieut.-General Sir J. Maxwell, 
G.C.B., etc., Commander-in-Chief, Northern Command, 
at Northallerton, on July 29th, 1917, and favourably 
reported on. 

Thanks to the generous help in instruction always 
afforded by the successive G.O.C.’s of the Catterick Camp 
and the O.C.’s of the Battalions to which they were 
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attached, the drill and efficiency of the Volunteers 
improved in a remarkable manner, while the opening of 
Ranges in the neighbourhooi of the scattered Detachments 
brought about a noticeable improvement in musketry. 


After the issue of Service rifles and equipment, the 
Battalions reached a really fair standard of efficiency in 
Platoon work. 


Owing to the fact that the Battalions were divided 
into very small detachments, scattered at considerable 
distances from one another, over a very wide extent of 
country and the practical non-existence of railway 
transport, it has never been possible to train the 
Battalions as a whole. ‘Training camps have been held 
at Catterick, Scarborough and other places, but the 
continuing shortage of labour has never allowed many 
Volunteers to attend them for more than a few days. 
Nevertheless, the reports of G. Officers detailed to inspect 
the Volunteers during the summer of 1918 have been very 
favourable, 


Officers and men worked very hard to make them- 
selves efficient, and the Force should have been a very 
useful support to First Line Defence Troops had it been 
necessary to call upon them. 


The maintenance of discipline by means of Corps 
Rules is probably the most satisfactory method for 
Volunteers that has been devised. It should have been 
brought into force when the Volunteers were first raised. 


Only a small number of men have been supplied to 
the Battalions of the ‘‘C’’ Group by the Tribunals. 
Owing to confliction of interests and the varying views of 
different authorities, the system has never worked 
satisfactorily. 

The effictency of the Units in this Group is 
largely due to the Group Commandant, Colonel P. H. 
Hammond, C.B., Retired ist R.A. The Regiment was 
very fortunate in securing the services of an Officer of his 
standing and experience. 


The zeal displayed by Captain J. A. Wilson, Group 
Adjutant, deserves recognition. 
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CHAPTER IX. 


DETAILS CONCERNING UNITS.* 


lst (VOL.) BATTALION A.P.W.0. YORKSHIRE 
REGIMENT. 


The origin of the 1st Vol. Battalion A.P.W.O. 
Yorkshire Regiment was generally as follows :— 

Immediately after War broke out, in sympathy with 
a movement throughout the Country towards forming a 
National Home Defence Corps, Middlesbrough started a 
Corps which consisted of two Battalions, one comprising 
about 300 men raised by Captain Bunn from the 
Tradesmnen of Middlesbrough, and the other comprising 
about 800 men raised by Mr. F. J. Foster, who were 
mainly recruited from the Sporting and Trades Union 
elements. 

Capt. Bunn’s detachment was formed in September, 
1914, and Mr. Foster’s in December, 1914. The move- 
ment received encouragement from Trades Union 
Leaders, and from a great portion of the citizens of 
Middlesbrough. 


Owing to the demands of the Army proper, it was 
impossible to provide either uniform or equipment for 
these men for some considerable time, and their work 
consisted mainly of learning the movements of the 
Barrack Square. 

The following gentlemen did very energetic: work, 
especially Captain Fowler :—

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About January, 1915, Mr. J. W. Brown associated 
himself with the movement and assisted very greatly 
with the development. Messrs. John Elcoate, Edgar 
Frank Eaton, and Thomas Hanson also came in about 
this time. Lieut. T. Hanson should be especially noted 
for good service. 


Mr. H. Wade’s name should certainly be mentioned 
for the good services that he rendered in the early days. 
Tater on, he joined the Army and was killed. 


It was found that, although they had men, there was 
no proper organization or discipline, and it was suggested 
thut somebody with some military experience should 
take over the Command. It was finally settled that the 
two Middlesbrough Forces and the South Bank Force 
under Colonel Belk, a retired Officer of Volunteers. 
should join together and form a Unit. Unfortunately 
at this time it was found impossible for the moment to 
allocate a Battalion to Captain Bunn, and that Officer 
withdrew from the Volunteers and took service elsewhere. 


Such money as they needed was raised largely 
through subscriptions by the men themselves, concerts 
and moneys provided by the Lord Lieutenant from a 
General Fund as described elsewhere. Such uniforms 
as it was possible to get were provided either by the 
Territorial Association or by the men themselves. 


There 1s no doubt that by this time the movement 
was losing its spirit owing to the lack of recognition by 
the Government. When Colonel Belk took over the 
Command, uniforms and equipment were promised, and 
a new spirit was brought into the movement. This was 
due greatly to the hard work and personal attention given 
by Colonel Belk at a very critical time. 


In September, 1915, Messrs. Dorman, Long and Co., 
and subsequently Messrs. Bolckow, Vaughan and Co., 
began to form thew separate Battalions, and there was 3 
considerable transference of men from the original parent 
Battalion to the second of those new Units. 


All these Units now became part of the North Riding 
Volunteer Regiment. 
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The formation of separate Battalions began about 
May, 1917. The idea of Works Battalions and 
Companies was further developed to such an extent that 
Messrs. Bolckow, Vaughan and Co., Ltd., provided a 
Battalion of their own, and this was called the 2/1st and 
subsequently the 6th Battalion. 

The original 1st Battalion was so depleted owing to 
_ the transference of Bolckow’s and Dorman’s men, who 
had belonged to it, that it was sought to increase its 
numbers, and certain Works were approached who 
undertook to find a Company or Platoon, as their numbers 
would permit. Accordingly, Cargo Fleet Iron Co., Ltd., 
provided a Company, Richardsons, Westgarth and Co., 
Ltd., and Sir Raviton Dixon and Co., Ltd., combined 
formned another Company, Sir Bernard Samuelson and 
Co., Ltd., forrned a Platoon. In the raising of these 
detachments Mr. James, of Cargo Fleet, Mr. Hall 
Brown of Richardsons Westgarth’s, Capt. Harald Dixon, 
Mr. Lawrence Dixon, and Mr. Allan Dixon of Dixon’s 
Shipyard, and also Sergt. Hammond of Messrs. 
Samuelsons and Co., gave great assistance. Detach- 
ments also were formed at Guisborough, Redcar, 
Thornaby, Loftus, Saltburn, Stokesley, and Eston. 


Captain Berwick, Headmaster of the Grammar 
School, Guisborough, took a very leading part in the 
establishment of detachments in his district. There is 
no doubt that the keen interest taken in the movement 
in that part of the County was due to this Officer. 


It is estimated that the number of men who have 
been members of the 1st Vol. Batt. A.P.W.O. (Yorkshire 
Regiment) is 2,289. Of these, 260 have been drafted 
into His Majesty’s Forces serving abroad. 40 are men 
who have been sent by the Tribunals. 

The above figures are a minimum, as the number of 
men who have passed through the Volunteer Training 
Corps Detachment, which eventually became the Ist 
Battalion, and who were the forerunners of the Battalion, 
were greatly in excess of the numbers given as above. 

The early initiation of the movement in Middles- 
brough was largely due to the zeal displayed by Mr. 
Foster and Capt. Bunn, the latter an Officer who had

gained experience by service in the field in South Africa. 
The organization of the different Units in Middlesbrough, 
Thornaby and district presented great difficulties, some 
of which are indicated above. It is to be feared also 
that in some quarters the value of the Volunteer move- 
ment was not at first fully recognised. At any rate the 
number of men who were enrolled in proportion to the 
population compared very unfavourably with the results 
obtained in other parts of the County. 


Lieut.-Colonel Belk deserves special mention for the 
zeal and tact he displayed in keeping the Battalion 
together and promoting its efficiency. When Colonel 
Belk found it necessary to resign the Command on 
account of his heavy duties in civil life, the Battalion was 
fortunate in falling to the Command of Lieut.-Colonel 
Maurice Bell, C.M.G., who had gained experience in 
war in South Africa, and subsequently in France in 1915, 
where he had commanded the 4th Battalion A.P.W.O. 
Yorkshire Regiment (T.F.), from the date of its 
embarkation until he was relieved on account of 
temporary ill-health. 


2nd VOL. BATTALION A.P.W.0O. YORKSHIRE 
REGIMENT. 


A Public Meeting was held about the last week in 
1914 in Malton, to form Volunteer Training Corps. 
Volunteering began about the first week in 1915. The 
scheme was originally Malton and 5 mile radius, divided 
as follows :— 


1 Cov. Malton, 1 Coy. Norton. 


The Company at Malton under Captain Behrens 
(late R.A.). The Company at Norton under Captain 
Hudleston. 

The Platoon Commanders of the Malton Company, 
as follows:—Mr. Arthur Russell, Mr. B. S. Russell, and 
Mr. F. J. Rhodes. 

Mr. Arthur Russell shortly afterwards took up the 
work of Adjufant in conjunction with Mr. R. A. Legard. 


The Platoon Commanders of the Norton Company 
were :—Mr. A. S. Pears and Mr. Iu. 8. Crawshaw. 
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The two Territorial Staff Sergeants, McManus and 
Elvey, supervised the drills at Malton, and the Norton 
Company was almost solely trained by Capt. Hudleston, 
assisted by his Section Commanders. 


Captain Hudleston gave considerable time to drills 
and field schemes and lectures. 


Lieut. Crawshaw gave up a great deal of time, and 
was of the greatest service in giving lectures to the 
different detachments. Lieut. Crawshaw attended 
several Courses with Regular Units, and was of the 
greatest assistance to the C.O. previous to the appoint- 
ment of Captain Bailey as Adjutant. 


Lieut. R. A. Legard gave most valuable assistance 
in the office as Adjutant, before Captain Bailey was 
appointed. 


Malton and Norton Platoons, after Hovingham 
Platoon was formed into a separate Company as ‘‘A”’ 
Company, were formed into the ‘‘C ’’ Company (Malton 
Company), under Capt. T. McEwen, who had long 
service in the Gordon Highlanders previous to the war; 
he had also served in France with the late Earl 
Feversham’s Battalion (21st Battalion King’s Royal 
Rifles) as Battalion Sergeant-Major. 


Other Officers of this Company are as follows :— 
Lieut. P. L. Russell; Second-Lieut. W. T. C. Lett, who 
joined the Artists’ Rifles O.T.C., 26th July, 1918; 
Second-Lieut. T. Hutchinson; Lieut. A. Oldfield, who 
was Commander of the Machine Gun Section, joined the 
Artists’ Rifles O.T.C. on 7th Septeinber, 1918; Second- 
Lieuts. S. Hilton, E. Hallam, W. Cockerill, and N. 
Williamson. 


Finances were dependent on local subscriptions raised 
on behalf of each Corps separately in the localities from 
which the Detachments were raised. 


No General Battalion Fund was raised. 


Funds were almost entirely exhausted from the 
commencement in providing uniforms and equipment. 


In January, 1915, a Public Meeting was held at 
Pickering and a Committee was appointed of 10, 6 of 
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whom, including the present 5 Officers of ‘‘D’”’ 
Company—Capt. E. Drage, Lieuts. Grayson, Myers, 
Highfield, and Lumley—have served continuously. 


The Rev. E. Drage was elected Company 
Commander. sergeant T. McEwen, late Gordon 
Highlanders, was appointed Drill Instructor. The move- 
ment was taken up in Kirbymoorside and Helmsley, and 
the whole number of men throughout Ryedale were 
amalgamated as one Company in March, 1915. 


By May of the same year the Pickering detachment 
numbered 70, and on Whit Sunday was present at an 
inspection at Whitby by General Sir O’ Moore Creagh. 


The Company, under Mr. Drage’s command, 
continued until early in 1917, when it was divided, having 
reached in December, 1916, the strength of 665 on the 
roll, of whom 547 were attested and of whom 477 paraded 
on December 8rd, at York, for the inspection held by 
Field-Marshal Lord French. 


Karly in July, 1915, the Company Commander, 
Sergeant ‘T’. McEwen and 28 men volunteered for work 
overseas. This offer was declined by the War Office. | 


For some months from August, 1915, Colonel 
Duncombe (late Yorkshire Hussars) took command, 
Captain Drage being second in command. Early in 1916, 
on Colonel Duncombe’s retirement, Captain Drage 
resumed command. 

In 1915 £175 was subscribed in Pickering and 
further sums in 1917, including public grants of £155, 
the total raised was £414. Kirbymoorside — and 
Helmsley’s funds were distinct. Thornton Dale and 
Kirbymisperton subscribed £78. 


Colonel Duncombe was at first in command of the 
detachment at Kirbymoorside, and after his retirement 
Dr. Blair succeeded him. Afterwards this Section was 
attached to the Pickering detachment under Captain 
Drage. As. the numbers of Recruits increased at 
Helmsley and Kirbymoorside, sections of the Pickering 
detachment were detached and a fresh Company formed, 
eventually to be called ‘‘B’’ Company. Mr. B. 8. 
Russell of the Malton Company was given command. 
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The officers were :—Captain B. S. Russell, Lieutenant EK. 
H. A. Cooper, Second-Lieutenant G. Lloyd-Prescott, G. 
Leek, H. Glover, F. Wrightson, and G. Donkin. The 
men were ‘chiefly engaged in Agriculture. A large 
number who hau gone through the initial stages of train- 
ing joined the Army voluntarily. 


‘‘B’’ Company became the holders of the ‘‘ Arthur 
Russell ’’ Cup for the best aggregate scores at the Annual 
Sports held at Malton at Whitsuntide, 1918. 


In Musketry, ‘‘B’’ Company ‘Team, under 
Lieutenant EX. of. Cooper, of Helmsley, carried off many 
prizes, including the Major Hall Cup for the best shooting 
Team in the Battalion. 


The Hovingham Platoon, under Dr. Smeeton, | 
formed part of the Malton Company. It was afterwards 
formed into a separate Company, including Gilling, 
Brandsby, Nunnington, and Terrington. The officers 
were :—Captain Smeeton (Commanding Officer), Lieut. 
Sir W. H. A. Worsley, Bart., Second-Lieuts. B. Day, 
Brydon, and Shaw. Sir William Worsley took the 
greatest interest in the work of the Company and gave 
the use of his grounds for the training of the men. 


In connection with Brandsby Platoon, Mr. S. A. 
Payne-Gallway took an active part in raising this Platoon 
~ and took a keen interest in the Volunteer Corps. 


The 5th or ‘‘ E.’’ Company comprised Sand Hutton, 
Sheriff Hutton, Haxby and Strensall. 


Lieutenant Lockwood, who had served in the East 
Riding Yeomanry for some vears, was appointed Company 
Commander, and the Company was fortunate in having 
the assistance of Lieutenant Suters, Sand Hutton, 
who had served several years in the Scots Guards, and 
who was, in 1918, appointed Assistant Adjutant, and was 
in possession of the 1914 Mons Medal. 


The other Officers of this Company were :—Second- 
Lieutenant A. Barlow, who in the early days of the 
Battalion had devoted much time ana work in getting this 
Company together, and Second-Lieutenant T. Skelton.

The Battalion was reorganised in 1916, Major C. O. 
Hall, late Northumberland Hussars and Eust Riding 
Yeomanry, being appointed Commanding Officer. The 
Battalion consisted of two Companies at York, one 
Company at Malton, and one Company at Kirbymoorside. 
Captain G. Walker was second in command. The other 
Officers were :—Capt. Hudleston, Capt. Rev. FE. Drage, 
Lieuts. B. Russell, R. Grayson, G. Myers, C. Smeeton, 
H. Pulleyn, If. Walker, C. C. Lucas, Second--Lieuts. F. 
Terry, Sir W. H. A. Worsley, Bart., 2. Ford, J. Darnell, 
E. H. Cooper, C. Cobb, II. Tu. Creer, Hon. Tieut.. and 
Quartermaster C. E. McBretney. 9 Lieut. R. A. Legard 
was appointed Adjutant. 

(All these Appointments under date 19th October, 1916.)

In March, 1917, the 2 York Companies, ‘‘ A ’’ and 
‘*B’’ (10 officers and 500 men), were detached from the 
Battalion ; the remaining 2 Companies, ‘‘ C ’”’ and ‘‘ D,”’ 
became 3 Companies, the nucleus of a fourth Company 
being formed by detachments at Sand Hutton, Haxby, 
Sheriff Hutton. 


The Battalion was again re-formed into 5 Companies. 


The Hovinghamn Detachment was formed into ‘S A ”’ 
Company under Capt. Smeeton; *‘ B’’ Company under 
Capt. B. Russell at Kirbymoorside; ‘‘ C’’ Company 
under Capt. T. McEwen at Malton; ‘‘D’’ Company 
under Capt. E. Drage at Pickering; ‘‘ E’’ Company 
under Lieut. F. Lockwood at Sand Hutton. 


On the 7th of March, 1916, Captain J. V. A. Bailev, 
Northumberland Fusiliers, who, previous to the war had 
9 years’ service in the Grenadier Guards, and who 
returned from France after having been twice wounded, 
was appointed Adjutant. 


Mr. Felton was appointed Quartermaster of the 
Battalion on 13th March, 1917. He gave up a great 
deal of his time, and his knowledge was of the greatest 
value in his capacity as Quartermaster. 


The Hon. H. W. Fitzwilliam was appointed Hon. 


Commandant of the 2nd Battalion on 5th February, 1918, 
with the rank of T.ieut.-Colonel.

No. 17 Platoon (Sund Hutton), in charge of Lieut. 
Suters, won the Cup that was given by Sir Hugh Beil 
for the best Platoon in the North Riding competing for 
Lieut.-General Sir John Maxwell’s Cup. The Battalion 
Hotchkiss Gun ‘Team obtained second place in the 
Competition for the best Machine Gun Detachment in 
the North Riding. 


The 2nd Battalion obtained the first three places tm 
the Shooting Competition that was open for all 
Volunteers in the North Riding. = Sergt. A. Russell, 
A’ Company, won the Gold Medal for the Miniature 
Rifle Shooting Championship for the North Riding. 


No. 8 Platoon, Helmsley ‘' B’’ Company, won the 
Cup for the best shooting Platoon of the 2nd Battalion 
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that was given by Major Hall for Miniature Shooting 
Competition. 


June 6th, 1917, at Middlesbrough, the Battalion 
paraded 22 officers 845 other ranks, for Inspection by 
H.R.H. the Duke of Connaught. 


July Ist, 1917, Lieut.-General Sir J. G. Maxwell 
inspected ‘‘C’’ Company and some detachments from 
other Companies, some 400 of all ranks, undergoing 
traming at Welham Park, Malton, also Motor Transport. 


The first annual Sports Meeting was held at Malton 
during the month of August, 1917, and the 2nd Meeting 
in conjunction with the Camp at Malton in 1918 (Whit 
Monday). All events were well contested for, and 
‘The Arthur Russell’ Cup, which was _ presented 
to the Company obtaining the highest number of 
Points, was won by “‘C’’ Company in 1917 and ‘' B”’ 
Company in 1918. The Officer Commanding the 2nd 
Battalion was much indebted to Messrs. Russells and 
Wrangham in allowing him the use of a large Office and 
Store-rooms for the Headquarters of the Battalion. In 
the initial stages of organization, this Battalion owed 
much to Capt. Behrens, late R.A., for his hard work and 
generous support. On his leaving the Battalion owing 
to his heavy duties as Recruiting Officer for the Malton 
District, Major Hall assuuned Command. To his zeal 
and generous support, both financially and otherwise, the 
efficient condition of the Battalion is largely due. He 
was well supported by Capt. Bailey, the Adjutant, an 
Officer of great experience and an admirable Instructor. 
The Battalion reached a high standard of efficiency. it 
will be observed that the Local District Councils 
contributed £664 out of the rates to the Battalion Funds. 
This, and the strong financial support from voluntary 
sources, rendered it possible for considerable numbers of 
all ranks to attend courses of instruction without incurring 
financial loss, an advantage not enjoyed by other 
Battalions. This largelv contributed to efficiency. 
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3rd VOLUNTEER BATTALION A.P.W.O. 
YORKSHIRE REGIMENT. 


ORGANIZATION. 


This Battalion was first formed under the 
command of Colonel Cavaye, on 11th August, 1915. 
Platoon Commander B. W. Swarbreck, Solicitor, Bedale, 
was appointed Adjutant in September, 1915, but almost 
immediately after, he became very ill and eventually 
died, when Lieut. C. F. Rowden, who had succeeded 
Captain Swarbreck as Platoon Commander and also filled 
the position of Battalion Quartermaster, was appointed 
Acting Adjutant and filled both offices for some time. He 
wus appointed Adjutant, with the temporary rank of 
Captain in August, 1916. 


Colonel Cavaye, having been appointed to the 
General Staff on November 27th, 1915, Major H. W. P. 
Wandesforde was appointed to succeed him and was 
gazetted on the same date, with the temporary 
rank of Major. He had previously been in command of 
the Thirsk Company of Volunteers in succession to 
Captain A. J. Walker, of Mount St. John, Thirsk. 
Captain Rowden held the appointment of Adjutant until 
April, 1917, the Headquarters then being moved to 
Thirsk. On July 10th, 1917, Lieut. R. T. Tennant, 
Manager of Barclays Bank, Bedale, was appointed 
Quartermaster to the Battahon with the temporary rank 
of Lieutenant. 


On the appointment of Major H. W.. P. 
Wandesforde, the Battalion consisted of three Companies 
with Headquarters at Richmond, Northallerton, and 
Thirsk, the Officers Commanding each Company being 
Captains Foster, Eaton, and Gordon-Ayre respectively. 
The Thirsk Company becoming too large, another 
Company was formed at Easingwold early in 1917, and 
Captain F. J. H. Robinson, Solicitor, Kasingwold, was 
appointed Commander of this Company, with the 
temporary rank of Captain. 


- 
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In August, 1916, the 2/3rd Battalion was being 
formed under Major Straker, and in order to organise this 
Battalion the Richmond and Northallerton Companies, 
with the exception of the Bedale Platoon, were transferred 
to that Battalion. It thus became necessary to raise 
two more Companies for the 3rd Battalion. This was 
done by forming a Company ‘with Headquarters at Bedale 
under Captain A. W. Berry, Solicitor, Northallerton, who 
had previously commanded the Northallerton Company 
in succession to Captain Eaton, on the latter becoming 
second in command of the 38rd Battalion. On the 
appointment of Captain Eaton as second in command, 
Captain Berry was transferred to the command of the 
Northallerton Compary, and Captain C. F. Rowden 
succeeded to the command of the Bedale Company. This 
officer held this command together with the position of 
Battalion Adjutant until April, 1917, and Quartermaster 
until 7th February, 1916. Lieutenant G. L. Bainbridge 
served as Battalion Quartermaster from 7th February, 
1916, and was gazetted Lieutenant and Quartermaster 
17th October, 1916. He resigned July, 1917, when 
Lieutenant Tennant resumed the duties. 


The 3rd Battalion still only consisted of three 
Companies with Headquarters at Thirsk, Bedale, and 
Easingwold respectively. In order to raise a fourth 
Company, meetings were held and a Company was formed 
at Sutton-on-Forest, under Captain E. Buck, a farmer, 
who had seen service in the Yeomanry under Lord 
Methuen in the Boer War. In order to raise the numbers 
of this Company, a number of men, without Officers, were 
transferred froin the 2nd Battalion to the Sutton-on-Forest 
Company. The Battalion now consisted of four 
Companies, with Headquarters at Thirsk, Bedale, 
Easingwold, and Sutton-on-Forest, under the command 
of Captains Jackson, Rowden, Robinson and Buck 
respectively. 


The Thirsk Company, since its formation, has 
been commanded successively by Captain A. J. Walker, 
who joined Tlis Majesty’s Forces; Major H. W. P. 
Wandesforde, who afterwards commanded the Battalion ; 
Captain E. Gordon-Ayre, who joined His Majesty’s 
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Forces; Captain H. R. Jackson, who afterwards became 
second in command in December, 1917; and Captain A. 
Pearson, who resigned through ill-health in November, 
1918. The Company was then temporaniy commanded 
by Lieut. T. J. Lynch, who was gazetted Assistant 
Adjutant to the Battalion in July, 1918. The command 
of the other Companies has not changed since their 
formation. 


PERMANENT STAFF AND INSTRUCTORS. 


Captain J. T. Bruce, Gordon Highlanders, was 
appointed Adjutant to the Battalion in April, 1917, and 
was recalled to his Unit on November 26th, 1917, when 
Captain C. E. Scorer, Lincoln Regiment, was appointed. 
He resigned in August, 1918, and was succeeded by 
Captain W. A. Locan, Manchester Regiment, Staff Officer 
i/e Training, N.R.V.R. 


C.5.M. Kev, 18th © Yorkshire Regiment, was 
appointed R.S.M. on 15th May, 1917; S.M.I.M. Parker, 
5th (Cyclist) Battalion East Yorkshire Regiment, was 
appointed on 11th April, 1917; R.Q.M.S. Sturgiss, 18°» 
Yorkshire Regiment, was appointed on 10th June, 1918, 
and they are still serving with the Battalion. 


SERVICES. 


A number of Guards over A.S.C. Stores and Forage 
were furnished by the Thirsk Company at different times. 
In May, 1918, the Battalion was allotted a Section of the 
Yorkshire Coast Defences. and during that month nearly 
everv Officer in the Battalion was attached to the 2/6th 
Norfolk Cyclist Battalion for a short course of training 
at Barmston Camp. 


In June, 1918, Volunteers were called upon to do 
Special Service on the East Coast, and one officer and 
thirteen men volunteered and were accepted for duty, 
other officers volunteering but not being accepted. 


In August, 1918, the Battalion was in Camp for one 
week on the Racecourse, Scarborough, when both officers 
and men went through a Course of ‘Traimtng, and during 
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that time the Battalion was inspected by Brigadier- 
General Lovett, C.B., Commanding Yorkshire Coast 
Defences, Brigadier-General Pratt, I.-Gr. Infantry, and 
Lieut.-Gen. Maxwell, G.O.C.-in-C., Northern Command. 
Assistance was given from time to time to the Air Force at 
Helperby and to certain Searchlight Detachments. 


CADETS. 


About 30 Cadets were raised in Thirsk by Second- 
Lieut. Kirby, who also succeeded in raising funds to 
provide uniforms, band instruments, and other require- 
ments, and about 20 Cadets were raised by Capt. Rowden 
in Bedale. 


PEOPLE INTERESTED IN THE MOVEMENT. 


Among persons who were instrumental in providing 
rifles and other requirements, and who took conspicuous 
interest in the movement, were the following :—Sir Henry 
Beresford-Peirse, Bart., Chairman of North Riding 
County Council, who with Captain Swarbreck started the 
Bedale Volunteers and served for some time as a private ; 
Mr. R. Wright, Firby Hall; Mr. Courage, Kirby Fleetham 
Hall, who also served as a private in the Bedale Platoon 
before it became a Company ; the late Lord Masham, who 
gave £350; Sir W. Gray, Bart., who gave liberal 
donations; Captain F. Reynard; the present Lord 
Masham, who gave a Drill Hall, rent free; Mr. Edmond- 
son, Solicitor, Masham; Hon. Lieut.-Colonel R. Bell, 
who gave rifles and the use of Church House, Thirsk, 
rent free for orderly room and stores, and who has since 
been appointed Hon. Lieut.-Colonel of the Battalion ; 
Mr. F. Samuelson, Breckenborough Hall, who gave 100 
rifles and other support, and who was President of the 
Thirsk Committee; Mr. Sharp, Sowerby, who gave rifles; 
Lady Julia Wombwell, who gave the use of her Riding 
School for drill purposes and supported the movement in 
other ways; Mrs. Love; Mr. and Mrs. Liddell, Stillington 
Hall, who gave a Silver Cup for a shooting competition 
and supported the movement generously. The Easing- 
wold District Council gave a sum of £200 for the use of 
all Volunteer detachments in their district.

GENERAL. 


This Battalion was raised over a very wide rural 
area, purely agricultural, and the difficulties in respect 
of organization, administration and training were very 
great. The public spirit shown in the Easingwold area 
was very marked. The Rural District Council contributed 
to the funds out of the rates, and the Easingwold Tribunal 
sent practically all men of military age, exempted from 
Military Service, into the Volunteers. Had other areas 
shown the same spirit the numbers and efficiency of the 
Unit would have been largely increased. The successful 
results obtained were also in a large measure due to 
Colonel Cavaye, a retired Army Officer, who gave the 
Unit a good start, and subsequently to Major Wandes- 
forde, who also had served in the Army. He carried on 
the movement with zeal and energy after succeeding to 
command. 


4th (VOLUNTEER) BATTALION A.P.W.O.

The Scarborough Companies were formed on the 
9th September, 1914. Method adopted.—Public Meeting: 
“hairman, the late Deputv Mavor, Alderman Y. Fowler. 
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The following gentlemen took a prominent part in 
the initial stage:—Major S. Firth, who was_ first 
Commandant, with Mr. J. P. Medley as Adjutant and 
Hon. Secretary, the late Earl of Londesborough, Colonel 
Gott, Rev. B. N. Keymer, Dr. Handcock, Messrs. J. 
Hutton, E. Froggatt, A. A. Smith, W. Harland. The 
interest of the old Scarborough Rifle and Miniature Rifle 
Club was invoked. 


A Mayor’s Committee was formed, with the Mayor 
(Mr. C. C. Graham) as Chairman, in February, 1915, to 
supervise the equipment of the Force. Subscriptions 
amounting to £1,300 were raised locally, with contribu- 
tions from the men themselves. No money was received 
from the Town Council. 


‘‘C’”’ Company was formed on the 4th December, 
1914, a Public Meeting being called at Whitbv by Mr. 
Louis Tracey, Councillor J. E. H. Harmston in the 
chair. 


The following gentlemen took a prominent part m 
the movement :—Acting Commandant Lous Tracey, 
Messrs. Graham Craig, W. A. Rhodes, W. M. Calloway, 
A. E. Tate, E. Humpfrey, and others. 


Subscriptions were raised locally and from members 
to the amount of £770. No money was received from 
the local authorities. 


‘*D’’ Company (Hinderwell) was formed on the 
10th November, 1914, a Public Meeting being called by 
Dr. J. P. Laverick, J.P. 


The following lady and gentlemen took a prominent 
part in the movement:—Major the Hon. Gervase 
Beckett, M.P., Major and Lady Godfrey Palmer, 
Messrs. Coates, W. B. Ling, W. P. Crookes. 


Subscriptions raised locally and from members of 
the Corps amounted to £150. No money was received 
from the District Council. 


Numbers raised on a voluntary basis for the four 
Companies, approximately 1,750. 


Numbers joined H.M. Forces, approximately 500. 
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SPECIAL SERVICE. Scarborough Companies.— 
Patrols were furnished between sunset and sunrise in 
conjunction with Yorkshire Hussars, and _ trenches 
occupied on the north side of the town. 


On the morning of the bombardment of Scarborough 
on December 16th, 1914, members of the Force did 
useful work at the Railway Station, coping with the 
pressure of the people, and received the thanks of the 
O.C. Troops. 


These two Companies were called out repeatedly at 
nights during periods of ‘‘ special vigilance,’’ and certain 
members assisted in National Registration work in the 
preliminary canvass under Lord Derby’s scheme. 


‘“C’’ Company.—This Company found, for a 
period of three months, Guards at vulnerable points— 
Robin Hood’s Bav, Sandsend, Whitby Cliffs and 
Harbour. 


‘‘D’’ Company.—On five occasions Guards were 
furnished on fallen Aircraft. | Guards were also found 
for a period of three months at the following vulnerable 
points :—Runswick Bay, Port Mulgrave, and Staithes. 


In June, 1915, a detachment rendered valuable 
assistance in extinguishing a serious fire.

Sergeant Wanless won the Silver Medal two years 
in succession. 


NORTH RIDING REGIMENTAL COMPETITION. 
Iirst in 1917. Fourth in 1918. 


Courses of Instruction.—Officers: 43 Officers and 
33 N.C.O.’s passed various Courses of Instruction. 


Outfit Grant.—24 Officers qualified for the outfit 
grant. 

Volunteer Clubs were formed at Scarborough and 
Whitby. 

The War Savings Association of the Headquarters 
Companies (‘‘A’’ and ‘‘B’’) Scarborough were 
responsible for raising £16,000. 

In the early days of the movement the Scarborough 
Companies were raised and trained by Major 8. Firth, 
late R.A., an Officer who had served with distinction in 
Egypt in 1882, and subsequently in the Boer War. 
Lieut.-Colonel Hastings Fowler, V.D., commanded the 
Battalion until his voluntary retirement. 


At Whitby, Mr. Louis Tracey, a well-known writer, 
who had served with Imperial Service Volunteers in 
India, took a leading part and was most active until he 
left for U.S. America to take up other duties. He was 
followed by Mr. Ainsley, of Whitbv, who did good work 
until he jomed H. M. Regular Forces. 


At Hinderwell, Dr. Laverack, a gentleman of great 
local influence, took a most active part in the movement 
from its commencement. | 


Subsequently the Battalion was fortunate in securing 
the services as Battalion C.O. of Lieut.-Colonel the Hon. 
Tatton Willoughby, who had recently commanded a 
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Territorial Reserve Battalion. He was well supported 
by his Adjutant, Capt. Vahey, A.P.W.O. Yorkshire 
Regiment. 


To all these Officers great credit is due for bringing 
the Unit up to a high standard of efficiency. 


Owing to the apathetic attitude of the Local 
Authority and the Local Tribunal at Scarborough, these 
Companies did not attain to a strength commensurate 
with the population. Elsewhere the Local Tribunals 
were very helpful. 


CADETS. 


A Cadet Company of 1 Officer and 50 other ranks 
was formed at Scarborough, clothed and equipped by 
Lt.-Col. The Hon. T. Willoughby. These boys, under the 
able tuition of Lieut. A. E. H. Clifford, attained a high 
standard of efficiency, winning the Silver Cup and Medals 
presented by Major Jackson, of Whitby, on Whit Mon- 
day, 1918. Other Cadet Units who took part in the 
Competition included Scarborough Municipal School, 
Whitby Cadet Batteries R.F.A., and the Scarborough 
Sea Scouts. 


The following report of the Staff Officer for training 
N.R. Vol. Regt. on the work of this Cadet Unit is worthy 
of record. 


CADET COMPANY—SCARBOROUGH. 


Approximately 18 on Parade. 1 saw them at Squad 
Drill. They gave a remarkable display, and are a distinct 
credit to the North Riding Volunteer Regiment. The 
Company is an excellent example of what can be done 
with boys by careful and patient tuition.

sth (VOLUNTEER) BATTALION A.P.W.O. 
YORKSHIRE REGIMENT. 


This Battalion was raised early in September, 19105, 
entirely from emplovees of Messrs. Dorman, Long and 
Company, Middlesbrough, by Major Charles Dorman, to 
whom, and to the Hirm which he represents, the entire 
credit 1s due. 


Tn raising the Battalion he had the enthusiastie help 
of the officials of Messrs. Dorman, Long and Company, 
chief amongst whom may be mentioned Lieutenant J. A. 
Russell, Assistant Adjutant; Captain I. Knnmis, O.B I. 
(retired), and Captain M. W. Hanson (Officer Command- 
ing ‘°B’’ Company raised in the Clarence Works), 
Lieutenant and Quartermaster Alfred Martin, and Captain 
C. Moody (retired). 
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The total enrolled was 1,359, viz.: 29 officers and 
1,330 other ranks. In addition to this 250 Cadets were 
enrolled. 


Approximately 500 N.C.O.’s and men_ joined 
H.M. Forces. 


Funds exceeding £8,000 were ruised entirely from 
voluntary sources. This amount includes the cost of 
the Battalion Drill Hall and Armoury at Oxford Road, 
Linthorpe, viz., £3,500. This Hall has, in addition to 
promoting the efficiency of the Unit, been of great service 
to Tees Garrison. 


Owing to the liberal financial support given to this 
Battalion by Messrs. Dorman, Long and Co., it was the 
only North Riding Unit which paraded completely 
clothed and equipped for Lord French’s inspection on 
3rd December, 1916. 


Gth (VOLUNTEER) BATTALION A.P.W.O. 
YORKSHIRE REGIMENT. 


This Unit was raised on lst May, 1917, among the 
Employees of Messrs. Bolckow, Vaughan and Co., Litd., 
and consisted entirely of men employed by this Firm. 


Before the introduction of a Permanent Staff, the 
raising and organization was carried on entirely by Major 
Scott, and Captain W. Routledge as second in command. 
Recruiting meetings were arranged and conducted on the 
Works and every possible inducement was extended to 
the Employees to form an independent Unit of their own. 
After each meeting names of Volunteers were taken, and 
in due course these men were enrolled. 


All preliminary expenses were met by the Firm, 
including band instruments. 


This Unit was raised after the passing of the 
Military Service Acts, but in view of the fact that all 
members of the Unit were the Emplovees of Messrs. 
Bolekow, Vaughan and Co., their services and enrolment 
as Volunteers were not actually imposed by the provisions 
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of the Mulitarv Service Acts, they being exempted from 
military service by the Ministry of Munitions.

The Firm offered to build a Drill Hall costing 
£2,000, but the Ministrv of Munitions would not release 
the material, thus the Battalion has been at a 
disadvantage without this valuable asset. 


Everything possible has been done by the Command- 
ing Officer and Staff, together with the valuable support 
of Honorary Lieut.-Colonel G. Ritchie, to introduce a 
spint of enthusiasm in the LUmt. Sports have been 
arranged each year, and other schemes have been brought 
forward with the view of making this Unit popular, not 
only ainong the members but among the local public. 


In spite of the zeal displayed by the Commanding 
Officer, and his Officers, the fact that the Firm were not 
allowed to build a Drill Hall at their own cost had a most 
discouraging effect on all ranks and prevented the Unit 
attaining as high a standard of efficiency as would 
otherwise have been the case. 


7th (VOLUNTEER) BATTALION A.P.W.O. 
YORKSHIRE REGIMENT. 


The first Meeting to get recruits was held at Gilling 
West on January 2nd, 1917. Trrom that date Meetings 
were organised all over the area: Wenslevdale, Swaledale, 
Teesdale, and low part of the district. These Meetings 
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met with varying success. The great difficulty was 
getting a local man with influence to interest himself in 
the movement. Up the Dales there appeared to be no 
one to do this. 


Lord Zetland helped considerably, both by giving 
them a start and financially. 

Mr. Jas. Winn, of Avsgarth, helped very much in 
Wensleydale. 

Mr. J.J. Bell-lrving, in Teesdale, practically raised a 
Company entirely by his own influence and personality. 

The amount of Funds subscribed voluntarily towards 
the Battalion was £260. ‘The District Council at Reeth 
(Swaledale) subscribed £20 towards the vexpenses of the 
Swaledale detachments. 


1,187 men were raised voluntarily by the Autumn 
of 1917. 

There is no record of those who joined H.M. Forces 
before June, 1917. = Since that date 198 have joined 
the Colours. 


The Meeting held in Richmond in January, 1917, 
at which Lord Zetland took the chair and the Colonel! of 
the Regiment, Sir James Legard, K.C.B., attended 
explaining the reasons for raising the Battalion and also 
the duties, etc., of Volunteers, gave a splendid start to 
the recruiting of this Battalion. The presence of 
Lord Zetland, and the way the Colonel spoke to the 

‘would be’’ Volunteers at these Meetings, are said to 
have helped materially towards the good results after- 
wards obtained. 


The success obtained by this Unit both in regard to 
numbers and efficiency, in spite of great geographical 
and other difficulties, was largely due to the personal - 
influence and zeal of Major H. Straker, the Commanding 


Officer. 


Nos. 1 AND 2 COMPANTES N.R.R.E. (V.) 


Numbers 1 and 2 Companies, North Riding R.E. 
(V.), were raised on 2nd May, 1917. The method 
adopted was to call together the men at the North 
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HKastern Steel Works and explain the object of the 
Volunteer movement. Within 24 hours more than the 
number required to complete establishment volunteered. 


‘Lo Mr. Douglas C. Cooper, of North Eastern Steel 
Works, is due the credit of raising these Units. 


The whole of the men were enrolled on the 
voluntary basis. 


Of those enrolled 64 subsequently joined H.M. 
Forces. 


The whole of these men and their Officers were 
employees of the North Eastern Stee! Company, a 
Controlled Establishment, and their drill and traiming 
were carried out after their work in munitions had been 
completed. Many of the men were engaged in heavy 
manual labour for 12 hours daily. 


With the exception of a grant of £50, a small propor- 
tion of the cost of the Armoury and £13 per month for 
office expenses from the North Riding Territorial Force 
Association, all expenditure was provided from voluntary 
sources. 


SIGNAL COMPANY. 


Unit raised in September, 1917. A nucleus of 
eighteen motor cyclists (most of them Special Constables) 
had been partially trained as despatch riders by the Area 
Signal Officer. In Middlesbrough these were extended 
to form a Section. In Redcar the whole Section was 
raised from Messrs Dorman, Long & Co.’s Works. The 
Whitby, Scarborough, and Malton Sections were formed 
by the transfer of men from the respective local Infantry 
Volunteer Battalions. 


In recruiting for this Unit recruits were selected 
from a class of man who, from his verv superior 
intelligence, was fitted for work which is more exacting 
than that of the Infantry, and in no case was a man 
lacking this intelligence taken. The result of this policy 
was that the better men wanted to join, and the Unit was 
nearly up to strength on the purely voluntary basis. 
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No funds were raised, either voluntarily or by 
charge on rates. The Territorial Association gave a 
grant. 


Strength.—6 officers and 134 other ranks. 
Twenty-two men joined H.M. Forces. 


With very few exceptions all concerned have worked 
extremely hard, some, as pointed out, serving both with 
the Volunteers and with the Special Constables. 


Of the Regular Instructors, the Company 
Commander gives especial credit to C.S.M. Lyle, R.E., 
and reports that. the success of the Unit is largelv due to 
this Warrant Officer. 


Great credit 1s due to Captain Barling, Officer 
Commanding Signal Company, and to his Officers, by 
whom he was well supported. Thanks to the help 
afforded by the School of Army Signalling at Scarborough 
the Unit attained a very fair standard of efficiency and 
was reported on favourably by the Inspector of Army 
Signalling. 


ELECTRIC LIGHT COMPANY, N.R.R.E. (V.). 


On June 5th, 1917, the General Purposes Committee 
of the Middlesbrough Corporation agreed that the 
Borough Electrical Engineer be authorised to raise 4 
Volunteer Electric Light Company to meet the wishes of 
the Military Authorities, and that it should be composed 
of members, officials, and servants of the Corporation. 


Lieut.-Colonel Belk kindly undertook the duties of 
organising the Company in its initial stages. The Town 
Council agreed to the free use of the Town Hall Crypt for 
drill purposes; also the use of the Electricity Works for 
the Headquarters of the Company. 


40 members were raised on a Volunteer basis and 5 
joined under the Military Service Acts; 5 have joined 
H.M. Forces. The Company volunteered to undertake 
special duties at the Breakwater at week-ends to relieve 
the men stationed there, but owing to the Armistice being 
signed their services were not required. 
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SPECIAL SERVICE COMPANY. 


Towards the end of May, 1918, County Commandants 
were invited to attend a Conference in London, at which 
the Under-Secretary of State stated that in view of the 
urgency of the Miltary Situation it had been decided 
to form Special Service Companies from Volunteer 
Battalions or Regiments for immediate full service at 
home to replace certain Regular Units required elsewhere. 
These Companies were to be formed for service for a 
definite limited period on much the same lines as the 
Special Service Sections of the Territorial Force, the 
strength of each Company consisting of from 200 to 228 
all ranks. 


Very strict limitations, however, were subsequently 
laid down regarding the eligibility of men for this 
Company, which seriously affected the question of finding 
the requisite number from the North Riding. ‘the chief 
of these difficulties were as follows :— 


1. The personnel had to consist entirely of officers 
and other ranks categorised Bl or Cl or in National 
Service Grade 2, all Officers and Volunteers who had 
been placed in Category A or Grade 1 being held to be 
ineligible. 

2. All the personnel must have been passed efficient 
or be in possession of the special qualifications accepted 
in lieu of the usual efficiency tests. 


3. All Volunteers who were in Sections B or D had 
to be not less than 35 years of age. 


4. Men employed in a variety of the chief trades of 
the country were to be excluded, e.g., those engaged in 
munitions or other war work, or work for Government 
Departments, or in railways, collieries, agriculture, ete. 


It will be seen from these conditions that the 
number of Volunteers from whom this Special Company 
could be formed was very small, as at least 80 to 90 per 
cent. were rendered ineligible. 


At the commencement the War Office had hoped 
that it might be possible for the Infantry Units to furnish 
from 100 to 114 Officers, N.C.O.’s and inen for a period 
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of from two to three months’ continuous service, but it 
at once became evident that when these stringent 
conditions were imposed that nothing like this number 
would be available. 


An appeal was issued for Volunteers, and the names 
of 17 officers and 53 other ranks were received. Of these 
5 officers and 53 other ranks were finally selected. A 
nominall roll of these is printed in Appendix No. VIT. 


This detachment was called up for service on the 
29th June, 1918, and proceeded to their War Station 
at Barmston, near Bridlington, and were designated the 
39th East and North Riding Special. Service Volunteer 
Company, by which title they were known throughout 
their period of service and were attached to the 2/6th 
Cyclist Battalion, Norfolk Regiment. 


Their duty consisted of guard and patrol work on 
the East Coast, and they were treated in every way 
exactly on the same lines as Regulars. 


Although several of the personnel volunteered for 
service for three months, their services were not required 
beyond August 28th, when the Company were dispersed 
to their homes. 


Captain Cockersoll, who was in command of this 
Company, performed his duties most efficiently and was 
ably supported by his Officers, and it is largely owing to 
their tact and knowledge that no trouble of any sort arose 
during the period of service, except for one case of illness. 
The duties, which were frequently arduous and demanded 
considerable self-sacrifice and discomfort, were carried 
out by all ranks efficiently and with zeal. 


The service rendered by this Company was 
considered to be of great value and was much appreciated 
by the authorities, as is shown by the following extract 
from War Office letter, dated 28th September, 1918 :— 


I am directed by the Army Council to convey to 
you an expression of the keen appreciation which is 
felt at the patriotic response to that appeal. 


It is fully realised that the Officers and men 
concerned who voluntarily undertook, in nearlv all 


rey 
cases at considerable inconvenience to themselves, 
unaccustomed duties for protracted periods of two or 
three months, enabled the Government to meet a 
critical situation, and to ride over verv difficult days 
in the history of the war. 


I am to add that all concerned may congratulate 
themselves on the fact that up to the limit of their 
powers they have directly contnbuted to the improve- 
ment of the situation in France, und on more distant 
fronts. It is a matter of satisfaction to know that 
members of the Volunteer Force can be relied upon to 
come forward on the occasion of a crisis such as that 
which recently occurred, and J am to ask you to convey 
this expression of thanks to all concerned.

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H.M. Lieutenant in an opening statement explained 
his object in calling the Joint Meeting of the two bodies 
to discuss the Organization of Volunteer Training Corps 
in the Riding. He further outlined the Government and 
Army Council’s attitude on the subject, and the conditions 
they had imposed as regards the formation and recognition 
of such Corps. 


He specially drew attention to the paragraph in Sir 
Reginald Brade’s letter of the 19th November (See App. 
No. II), dealing with the right of Army Recruiting Officers 
to visit the Corps, and to recruit for service with the 
Regular Army, and he expressed the opinion that the 
Recruiting Officers of the ‘Territorial Force ought to have 
the same power, a view to which the meeting assented. 


After consideration and discussion the JIEETING 
RESOLVED— 


1.—That a North Riding Regiment of Volunteer 
Training Corps be formed, to be styled the ‘‘ North 
Riding Regiment of Volunteers,’’ to be subdivided 
into Battalions approximately 1,000 strong, which 
would be further subdivided into Companies, 
Platoons and Sections. 
2.—That the necessary Officers be styled as follows :— 
Regitnental Commandant—to command all the 
‘Training Corps in the Riding. 
Battalion Commander. 
Company Commander. 
Platoon Commander. 


3.—That the proposal of H.M. Lieutenant to appoint 
Colonel Sir J. D. Legard, K.C.B., as Regimental 
Commandant be concurred in, and that all other 
appointments of officers be made by H.M. 
Lieutenant on the recommendation of Local 
Committees and approved by the Regimental 
Commandant. 

4.—That the pattern of Uniform submitted to the 
Meeting be adopted for the North Riding Volunteer 
Regiment, and that Cap and Shoulder Badges be 
designed and copyrighted. 
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5. That any Arms and Ammunition from time to time 
available be kept at the ‘absolute disposal of 
H.M. Lieutenant, and lent at his discretion to 
Battalions or Companies, in accordance with 
strategic necessities, and the degree of efficiency 
attained by the Unit. 


6.—That a Standing Advisory Committee be appointed 
to assist H.M. [.ientenant in all matters connected 
with the Volunteer Organization, and to consist. of 
the following Members :—

7.—That Rules for the constitution and management 
of the North Riding Volunteer Regiment and its 
detachments, be drawn up by the Standing 
Advisory Committee.

In confirmation of the arrangements made with 
you in various interviews, | am commanded to inform 
you that the Army Council are prepared to grant 
recognition to the Central Association Volunteer 
Training Corps, as long as a responsible officer approved 
by the War Office is its adviser, and the Council will 
extend that recognition to such Volunteer Forces and 
Rifle Clubs, etc., as may become affiliated to your 
Association, and decide to abide by your rules. 


The following rules have been framed as the 
conditions under which the Army Council are prepared 
to grant recognition to vour Association, and to those 
which may be affiliated thereto :— 


1. It is to be clearly understood that only the 
names of those can be registered who are not eligible 
through age to serve in the Regular or Territorial Army, 
or are unable to do so for some genuine reason which 
is to be recorded in the Corps Register; in the case of 
the latter, they must agree in writing to enlist if 
specially called upon to do so. 


2. No arms, ammunition or clothing will be 
supplied from public sources, nor will financial 
assistance be given. 


3. There may be uniformity of dress among 
members of individual organizations provided that no 
badges of rank are worn, and provided that the dress 
is distinguishable from that of Regular and Territorial 
Units. 


4. Members of recognised organizations will be 
allowed to wear as a distinctive badge a.red armlet. of 
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a breadth of three inches with the letters G.R. mscribed 
thereon. The badge will be worn on the left arm above 
the elbow. 


5. The accepted military ranks and titles will not 
be used or recognised, and no uniform is to be worn 
except when necessary for training. 


6. No form of attestation involving an oath is 
permitted. 


7. It will be open to Army Recruiting Officers to 
visit the Corps at any time and to recruit any members 
found eligible for service with the Regular Army whose 
presence in the Corps is not accounted for by some good 
and sufficient reason. 


A circular letter, of which a copy is attached, is 
being sent to all those Corps which have applied to the 
War Office on various questions dealing with their 
formation.

CONSTITUTION AND GOVERNMENT. 


1. The Regiment consists of all Corps in the North 
Riding affiliated to the Central Association Volunteer 
Training Corps. It is intended that so far as possible 
these Corps shall be grouped in Battalions of a strength 
of 1,000, but not less than 800 rank and file, organised 
as contemplated in ‘‘ Infantry Training, 1914,’ p. 93. 
The Battalion should therefore consist of 4 Companies, a 
Battalion Commandant, Sub-Commandant, and Adjutant, 
Quarter-Master, and Battalion Staff. The formation of 
machine gun and cyclist sections, stretcher bearers, 
signallers, and band or drummers is at option of Battalion 
Commandant or T.ocal Committee. 
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2. The Company is the principal training unit in 
the Battalion, and it is essential that it should be regarded 
as a self-contained unit. 


3. The Company will be under the Company 
Commander, with a Second in Command, a Company 
Sergt.-Major, and Quarter-Master Sergt. It will bemade 
up of 4 Platoons, each Platoon consisting of 4 sections. 
The Platoons will be commanded by officers called Platoon 
Commanders, and the sections by N.C. officers called 
Section Commanders. There will be a Platoon Sergeant 
to each Platoon. 


4. The Regiment will be constituted, raised, and 
maintained under the directions of H.M. Lieutenant of 
the County, assisted by an Advisory Committee. 
Command will be exercised by officers appointed by 
H.M. Lieutenant. 


5. The Commanders of the Regiment and of 
Battalions will be selected by H.M. Lieutenant, but in the 
selection of Battalion Commanders regard will be had to 
the wishes of the locality to which the Battalion belongs, 
ascertained either through the chief civil authority or 
through a committee constituted as provided in the Rules 
of the Central Association Volunteer Training Corps. 


6. The other Battalion officers will be appointed 
by H.M. Lieutenant on the recommendation of the 
Battalion Commandant, if approved by the Regimental 
Commandant. 


Non-Commissioned Officers will be appointed by 
Battalion Commandants. 


RULES AND REGULATIONS. 


7. All units must be affiliated to the Central 
Association Volunteer Training Corps, and_ raised, 
commanded, trained, and administered as laid down in 
leaflet A.1. (second edition), Form XXII., and other 
publications of C.A.V.T.C. They must be governed by 
Rules approved by the C.A.V.T.C. and H.M. Lieutenant, 
and the Advisory Committee. 
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8. The Rules of the Corps should provide for the 
maintenance of discipline, and the following are suggested 
for that purpose :— 


(a) The Battalion Commandant shall have power 
to call for the resignation of any member for 
a breach of the rules or an act of insubordina- 
tion, or for conduct in his opinion prejudicial 
to the interests or character of the corps, 
but subject to appeal to the Regimental 
Commandant. 


(b) Members after joining the corps shall obey all 
orders given by properly constituted authority, 
and shall sign a declaration to the following 
effect :— 


I, (name) hereby undertake to 
attend regularly for drill and instruction at 
the appointed tines, and to obey the orders 
of those in authority when on parade, or 
when summoned for Military Duty in case 
of emergency, and I agree to abide by the 
Rules of the Corps for the time being. 


FINANCE. 


9. A subscription list has been opened by H.M. 
Lieutenant, which will consist of a general fund to be 
called the County Fund. Further local subscription lists 
should be raised by corps, mainly for local purposes. 
Both these funds will be used to provide uniforms, arms, 
and equipment, as hereinafter stipulated. 


COMMISSIONS. 


10. Nominations for appomtments as Officers will 
be forwarded by the Battalion Commandant to the 
Regimental Commandant, and if approved by him sub- 
mitted to the Lord Lieutenant, who will issue appoint- 
ments signed by himself. 
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RANKS AND BADGES OF RANK. 


11. Military titles must not be used, but the follow- 
ing Regulations have been issued respecting Ranks and 
Badges of Rank :— 


Regiment Consisting of Two or More Battalions. 
Army Rank.—Brigadier-General. 
Corresponding V.T.C. Rank.—Regimental Commandant. 


The Regimental Commandant will appoint the follow- 
ing Staff:—An Adjutant, a Quarter-Master, a Sergeant- 
Major, and a Quarter-Master Sergeant for the Head- 
quarters of the Regiment. These titles are used when 
on duty only. 


BATTALION of Full Regulation Strength, as for the 
Regular Army, and of Four Companies.

The Senior Sub-Commandant would take the place 
of Commandant in the temporary absence of the latter, 
and, if the absence is permanent, a fresh Commandant 
should be appointed. 


It is perrnissible, on duty only, to use the title of 
‘‘ Adjutant ’’ or ‘‘ Quarter-Master,’’ and for these Officers 
to be appointed by the Commandant. 
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A Sergeant-Major and a Quarter-Master Sergeant can 
be appointed to a Battalion and can be addressed as such 
when on duty only. 


To each Platoon four Non-Commissioned Officers 
corresponding to the rank of ‘‘ Sergeant,’’ and four 
corresponding to that of ‘‘ Corporal ’’ can be appointed, 
and are to be called ‘‘ Section Commanders. ”’

Badges of Rank should be worn on both sleeves 
below the elbow.

12. The new Corps Register has the following 
additional paragraph :—

Corps which are using the old Register without this 
paragraph, may obtain any number of printed slips they 
may require post free on application to the Central 
Association. These slips are gummed ready for attach- 
ing to the old Forms. Old soldiers up to 45 years uf 
uge must also sign the slip if they have served in the 
Regular Army. 


INSPECTION. 


13. Corps will be inspected by, or on behalf of, the 
C.A.V.T.C. and by the Regimental Commandant on 
behalf of the Lord Lieutenant. The extent to which 
corps will be provided with arms, clothing, and equipment 
from the County Fund will depend on the result of the 
latter. The inspection on behalf of the C.A.V.T.C. will 
be of (a) a preliminary character to determine whether 
the corps may be provisionally affiliated, and (b) 
subsequent inspection before final affiliation is granted. 
Speaking generally (a) will be directed towards compliance 
with Rules and W.O. Instructions as laid down in W.O. 
letter, 19th November, 1914, and (b) will have regard to 
progress and efficiency. Details in regard to all these 
inspections will be issued later. 


UNIFORMS. 


14. It is hoped that all members who are able to 
do so will provide their own uniform. All members 
should contribute something towards the cost, minimum 
1s. A pattern uniform has been selected for the County, 
and provided that corps adopt this pattern, H.M. 
Lieutenant will assist the supply by granting a sum of not 
more than 12s. to every man providing a hat and coat of 
the approved pattern. 
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RIFLES. 


15. H.M. Lieutenant is in a position to supply a 
certain number of rifles and rounds of ammunition. They 
will be supplied in a percentage to be fixed hereafter, on 
the recommendation of the Regimental Commandant to 
those members of corps who have reached a prescribed 
standard of efficiency, and in accordance with strategic 
necessities. 


The Rifles wil be lent and retained during the 
pleasure of H.M. Lieutenant and subject to continued 
efficiency. When not required for drill or practice they 
must be kept in a suitable armoury under responsible 
guard, properly cleaned, and in good order. 


CORRESPONDENCE. 


16. All correspondence dealing with command, 
training, discipline, and organization should be addressed 
to the Regimental Adjutant, Chancery Lane, Malton. 


Correspondence dealing with arms, equipment, 
supply, or finance, or intended for H.M. Lieutenant’s 
Advisory Committee, should be addressed to the 
Regimental Quarter-Master, or Hon. Secretary Advisory 
Committee, 6, Lendal, York. 


No correspondence, unless of a confideutial character 
and marked ‘‘ confidential ’’ on the envelope, should be 
addressed to the Regimental Commandant direct.

NORTH RIDING REGIMENT OF VOLUNTEERS. 


The Regimental Commandant desires to bring to 
notice the following observations on Drill, Training, and 
Musketry, which he believes will be found useful to 
Officers organising and training new Units now affiliated, 
or shortly to be affiliated, to the North Riding Regiment: 


DRILL AND TRAINING. 


Infantry Training, 1914, is based on the principle 
that, in modern warfare, great independence and initiative 
must be expected from the Commanders of the smaller 
Units, while at the same time cohesion must be main- 
tained if such units are forming part of larger organiza- 
tions working for a common objective. 


The tactical unit for most purposes 1s now the 
Company, and the Company Commander is_ held 
responsible for the training of his command for all 
purposes of war. It follows, therefore, that the Battalion 
Commander is more in the position of a Director and 
Critic of ‘Training rather than an actual instructor. 
Subject to general guidance and supervision he should 
give the widest latitude to his Company Commanders and 
let them understand that it is upon them individually that 
the efficiency of the Company will depend. 


~ In hke manner, the Company Commander should let 
it be understood that Platoon Commanders will be held 
responsible for the efficiency of their Platoons, and these 
again will hold Section Commanders responsible for the 
efficiency of their Sections. 


The Company system rather lends itself to this 
particular force, because it will only be in a very few 
localities possible to raise a whole Battalion. In some 
places one or two Companies only can be raised, and in 
others not more than a Platoon or even not more than one 
or two sections. 
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As the whole organization is new, and many of the 
members have no military knowledge or training, success 
will depend very largely in the first instance on obtaining 
competent instructors, and there is such a demand for 
these just now for Army purposes that the situation !s 
unusually difficult. 


As competent instructors are not numerous they 
must be used to the best advantage, and an endeavour 
should be made at the earliest moment to select inembers 
who are likely to become competent Officers and N.C. 
Officers. ‘Those who aspire to undertake these duties 
should be willing to undergo an extra amount of pre- 
liminary training and to give at least two nights a week, 
in addition to the ordinary company parades, for special 
training under the Instructor. Thev can, also, by a 
little thought, arrange among themselves for mutual 
instruction and study. The sooner they become com- 
petent to discharge the duties of their commands the 
greater will be the progress of the unit. No Officer or 
N.C.O. should be allowed to exercise independent 
command or to train his men until he has been passed 
as efficient by the Chief Instructor. An Officer or N.C.O. 
who does not know his work thoroughly cannot expect 
to have any authority over his subordinates; the latter 
will get slack in their attendance and take no interest in 
their work. Commanding Officers are expected to 
arrange for regular instruction of all ranks proceeding on 
these lines. 

Officers and N.C.O.’s should, in the first instance, 
be selected on probation, and if from slackness or 
inability to exercise command they are found inefficient, 
their appointment should not be continued, and others 
should be selected in their places. 


On parade, Platoons and Sections should be kept 
together as much as possible and not intermixed even 
when some are much weaker than others. The Company 
Commander should hold Platoon and Section Commanders 
responsible for the efficiency of their units and encourage 
a spirit of rivalry among them.. 


Until a high degree of efficiency has been reached 
only plain and straightforward movements should be 
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attempted. Attention should, in the first instance, be 
directed to steadiness in the ranks and prompt attention 
to words of command—the regulation of the pace both as 
to time and distance, the correct preservation of intervals 
and distance in the various formations, and the correct 
covering of the directing guides in column movements. 


Every endeavour sliould be made to render the 
instruction interesting and avoid monotony. As the days 
get longer it may be possible in many cases, either on 
Saturday afternoons or on Sundays, or on the local half- 
holiday, to carry out instruction in the country, either 
on the roads or such open spaces as may be available. 
Movements in extended order may then be practised. As 
has been pointed out by the chief Military Adviser, in 
each locality it should be possible to practise schemes of 
local defence, dealing with such military situations as may 
conceivably arise in the immediate area of the Corps, such 
as the local defence of important strategic points, or of 
works where war inaterial is manufactured. It may be 

possible in some areas to get the assistance of O.C. 
ee and some indication where the co-operation of 
Volunteers would be acceptable. 


Company and Platoon Commanders should make 
themselves acquainted with Infantry Training, 1914, 
Chap. VII, “‘ Training in Field Operations,’ especially 
Sections 107, 108, 110, 111 and 112, and the training of 
their companies should, when possible, be directed to 
some of the objects there indicated. 

At a later stage instruction may be based on 
Chap. XL, °° Infantry in Defence.”’ 


Indoor lectures may, with advantage, be given by 
Company Commanders, with a view to subsequent 
practical illustration on the ground. — All Officers and 
N.C.O.’s should make a point of attending instruction of 
this character. 

Chap. NIV, ** Outposts’’ should be — studied, 
especially Sections 147, 152, 153 and 154, and the men 
should be instructed in the ‘‘ Method of Posting Sentries 
and Groups.’’ ‘‘ Traffic through Outposts,’’ and ‘‘ Flags 
of Truce.”’ 
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It 1s not, of course, expected that all these matters 
should be fully dealt with until after a long period of 
training. They are, however, taken in progressive order 
of importance, and, it is believed, that they will afford 
subjects of interest to all ranks and efficiency will be 
promoted by a graduated course of instruction therein. 


RIFLE EXERCISES AND MUSKETRY. 


Men should be taught to handle their arms by means 
of instruction with dummy rifles, weighted to correspond 
with the Service rifle. They can be obtained at a trifling 
cost, and every Company should be in possession of a few 
for instructional purposes. 


Rifle practice must in most cases be taught on 1 
miniature range, and the targets used should be those 
recognised by the Society of Miniature Rifle Clubs. The 
range should be 25 yards or 15 yards, and the target the 
Roberts’ practice target, with l-inch Bull for 25 yards, 
or the reduced target for 15 yards. These can be obtained 
through the S.M.R.C., Arundel House, Arundel Street, 
W.C., or through any Miniature Rifle Club affihated to 
the Society. ‘The C.A.V.'T.C. recognises the Roberts’ 
target for the 50 vards range with 2-inch Bull, and their 
scale of points for marksmen, Ist Class and 2nd Class 
Shots, is based on this target, fired at on a 25 vards range. 
It cannot be used for purposes of classification on any 
range less than 25 yards. An equivalent scale of points 
has been adopted by the Regiment for men using the 
Roberts’ targets adapted to the 25 or 15 yards ranges. 


Where no existing range or club is available, a Corps 
can obtain all the help required in setting up a range, etc., 
by themselves becoming affiliated to the S.M.R.C. 


The whole of the instruction should be based on 
Musketry Regulations as set out in Imperial Army 
Series—“* Musketry : Elementary Traiming,’’ etce., pub- 
lished by John Murray, Albemarle Street, W. price Is., 
and all officers. are advised to provide themselves with 
this manual. 


It 1s most important that every man should receive 
instruction in aiming drijl and in the correct method of 
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using his rifle before he begins practice on a range. 
Otherwise he may acquire faults which it 1s almost 
impossible subsequently to correct. There are some men 
who are natural rifle shots, and who have become experts 
by shooting on a range only, but for the average man 
preliminary instruction is indispensable. 


Every Company or Detachment should be provided 
with one or more aiming tripods, aim correctors, and 
aiming discs. These can be obtained through the Society 
of Miniature Rifle Clubs. See ‘‘ Musketry,’’ pp. 241, 
243. 


Attention is particularly directed to Musketry, 
Chap. III, ‘‘ Instruction in Aiming,’’ especially Sec. 16, 
‘* Aiming Instruction ’’; Sec. 17, ‘‘ Common Faults in 
Aiming ’’; Sec. 18, ‘‘ Triangle of Error.’”’ 


Adequate instruction in aiming is a slow and 
laborious process, but a good regimental average in 
shooting cannot be expected without it. It is more 
important to secure a large number of even 2nd class 
shots than a small percentage of marksmen and the rest 
unclassified. No man will be certified as fit to be 
entrusted with a rifle until he has become at least a 
2nd class shot. 


On the other hand no amount of instruction in aiming 
can obviate the necessity for actual practice on the range. 


Those Corps who are entrusted with vifles will be 
allowed at the discretion of the Regimental Commandant 
to expend a certain number of the rounds issued with ihe 
rifles in practice on the outdoor ranges, where such ranges 
are available.

WINTER TRAINING AND INSTRUCTIONS. 


1. It is expected that during the winter months 
Battalion Commandants will use every endeavour to 
encourage them Company Officers and Section 
Commanders, not only by lectures to improve the 
efhaiency of them commands, but by reading up the 
Militarv Books to improve their own knowledge and fitness 
for command, Certain portions of the military books 
should be selected as specially applicable to different 
ranks, and it is to these portions that their attention should 
be mainly directed. The broad prineiples on which train- 
ing should be conducted are set out in N.RLR.V. TV and 
X, to which attention is again invited. 


2. At the close of the winter, examination papers 
will be prepared suitable to the different ranks for the 
purpose of viving those Officers and Section Conimanders 
who may desire to avail themselves of if an opportunity 
for testing their knowledge and fitness for command. 


3. Battahon Commandants will be so good as to 
arrange for them Company Commanders to prepare and 
submit for them approval a programme for Company, 
Platoon, and Section Training based on that Juid down on 
[nfantey ‘Praiming, 1914, Chap 1, so far as it is applicable 
to VE.C., and such portions of training as can be carried 
out during the winter either by lectures or work in the flald 
between Ist January and 30th Apnil, 1916.

The proposed examinations will be linited to the 
above, and will probably be held during the month of April.

The examimations will include map reading, and 
the carrying out of an operation on a somewhat extended 
scale which will give all ranks an opportunity of drafting 
and carrying out the operation orders applicable to their 
respective cominands and of disposing their force on the 
ground, and of making suitable provision for protection 
and defence. It is intended to be of a practical character 
dealing with a inihtary situation which may conceivably 
arise on the N.F. Coast.

PROPOSED METHOD OF PATROLLING 
A LINE OF RAILWAY. 
s A 1 9 3 4 5 B 3 


A and B are two stations 6 miles apart. 


A Group of 12 men and 3 N.C.O.’s would be 
required for each mile of line between A and B and for 
4 mile beyond A and B, i.e., 7 miles of line requiring 
21 N.C.O.’s and 84 men. Total, 105 rank and file with 
a Senior N.C.O. (Sergeant or Company Sergeant-Major) 
at A and B.- Grand Total, 107 rank and file. 


These groups would be posted at A and B and at the 
mile posts marked 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, or as near as possible to 
those points, having regard to the shelter obtainable. 
Each Group would furnish two patrols (single men) right 
and left of their post, each patrol patrolling 4 mile of 
line and keeping in touch with the patrols on his right 
and left. They should patrol at unequal intervals of 
time varying from 3 hour to an hour. — Patrols should 
be relieved from their groups every two hours in fine, cr 


every hour in inclement, weather. 


The patrolling is controlled by an Officer or Senior 
N.C.O. at each station by means of tallies (circular pieces 
of tin painted black and red) Black at A, Red at B. 


When N.C.O. at A or B sends out a patrol ne 
supplies him with a tally, which he hands on to the next 
patrol, so that ultimately a tally issued at A will arrive 
at B. By this means O.C. Company, by counting the 
tallies at A and B, knows how often the patrols have met 
during the night (or dav if so desired).
